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Lebanon Valley College to 
Honor Local Ophthalmologist

Dr. Albert A. Alley, a local ophthalmol- 
ogist who is well known for his dedication 
to fighting blindness in Third World coun- 
tries, will be honored as the recipient of 
Lebanon Valley College's 2001 Founders 
Day Award during the College's Founders 
Day celebration on Tuesday, Feb. 20 at 11 
a.m. in Lutz Hall of the Blair Music Center. 
The ceremony is free and open to the pub- 
lic. 

The Founders Day award recognizes 
individuals whose character and leadership, 
in the spirit of the founders of Lebanon 
Valley College, contribute to the enhance- 
ment of life in Central Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Alley is the founder and president of 
World Blindness Outreach, a nonprofit cor- 
poration which helps recruit volunteers and 
raise money for worldwide surgical mis- 
sions. He has organized and led 40 interna- 
tional medical missions where teams of vol- 
unteer doctors and nurses have performed 
more than 4000 successful cataract removal 
surgeries and other operations, and have 
trained local doctors and health personnel 
in modern eye surgery techniques. Teams 
have volunteered their time in Egypt, the 
Dominican Republic, China, Guyana, India, 
Nigeria, Argentina, Guatemala, El Salvador, 
Brazil, Belize, Mexico, Ukraine, Peru, 
Nicaragua and Vietnam. 

Dr. Alley is active in the community as 
board president of the Alley Family Center 
for Developmental and Disability Services 
of Lebanon Valley. He also helped to orga- 
nize Mission Cataract Lebanon Valley, 
which provides free treatment to uninsured 
patients unable to afford adequate care. In

He served as a 
flight surgeon in the Air Force 
from 1965 to 1967, attaining the 
rank of captain and becoming 
director of aerospace medicine at 
Castle Air Force Base. He com- 
pleted residencies in ophthalmolo- 
gy at Temple University Hospital 
and Will's Eye Hospital, both in 
Philadelphia. He is a former presi- 
dent of the medical staff of the 
Good Samaritan Hospital in 
Lebanon and a member of the 
hospital's board of trustees. He 
also serves as clinical assistant 
professor of ophthalmology at 
Penn State University's College of 
Medicine at the Hershey Medical 
Center, where he supervises and 
trains ophthalmology residents in 
surgery. 



Trials Begin for 
Puffy and Downey

The trials for Sean "Puffy"

this week in New York and Indio, 
California. 

Combs, also knows as Puff 
Daddy, stands trial for weapons and 
bribery charges associated with a 
New York City club shooting in 
which three people were injured. 
Puffy and his girlfriend, Jennifer 
Lopez, were arrested after the police 
stopped their vehicle for running sev- 
eral red lights. The police found a 
gun, which no one claimed, and 
arrested everyone in the car. 

Later at the station. Combs 
allegedly tried to bribe his driver with 
$50,000 if he would say the gun was 
his. The driver was said to have 
agreed but later changed his mind and 



reported it to the police. 

Rapper Jamal "Shyne" Barrow is 
charged for the attempted murder and 
assault of the victims in the club. 

Meanwhile on the West Coast, 
actor Robert Downey Jr. is on trial 
for possession of crack cocaine and a 
tranquilizer with the intent to use. 
Downey, who was arrested on 
Thanksgiving in a Palm Springs 
hotel, will most likely be offered a 
plea bargain to avoid four more years 
in prision. "We're just trying to figure 
out. what's best for Mr. Downey," the 
prosecutor said. 

Downey, who had been released 
after serving about a year in prison 
for probation violation in August, has 
been appearing on the show "Ally 
McBeal," and has reportedly signed 
on for 1 1 more episodes.

English 
Department to 
Offer New 
Concentration

Last semester, the Curriculum 
Committee unanimously agreed to accept 
a proposal for the addition of a theater 
concentration to the English major. 
Starting in the fall semester of 2001, stu- 
dents will be offered three new theater 
classes. ENG 201, Intro, to Acting, is a 
three credit course that will provide train- 
ing in movement and speech, and explain 
theory and practice of dynamics of 
human interaction in stage life. The 
course will tentatively be offered every 
fall semester. 

ENG 203, Stagecraft, will be offered 
every other spring semester. The course 
will examine the techniques of set and 
prop construction, creation of special 
effects, and proper usage of stage light- 
ing. Students will be required to help 
create props/sets for the current Wig and 
Buckle production. 

ENG 301, Acting Lab, is a one credit 
course that will be offered every semes- 
ter. Three Acting Lab credits are required 
for the theater concentration. The class is 
a workshop that will focus on different 
things each semester, including, but not 
limited to, comedy improvisation, senso- 
ry work, character building, ensemble 
work, mask work, and stage combat. 

In addition to the English core and 
three new theater classes, theater concen- 
trations majors would take ENG 202, 
Advanced Acting, ENG 204, Theater 
Production and Performance, and two 
drama-related electives. Also, the theater 
minor has been revised to make it more 
flexible and to incorporate the three new 
courses. 

"I think the addition of the theater 
concentration will only enhance the qual- 
ity of theater at LVC," said Gene Kelly, 
president of Wig and Buckle. "It will 
also bring in more talent and will allow 
us to expand our theatrical horizons."

Growing Pains Continue for 
Dutchmen Basketball Team

Weary and tired like a boxer thai 
went eleven rounds, were the Dutchmen 
during the last seconds of a Dec. 2 battle 
royal with the Messiah Falcons. Valley 
knew going into the time-out that it was 
the final round and the scorecards on the 
judges table were split in favor of 
Messiah. In order to gel the victory to put 
the season back in perspective at the .500 
mark, a knockout punch had to be deliv- 
ered. With time running out, sophomore 
John Sharkey decided to take the matter 
in his own hands canning the game win- 
ning shot, knocking the Falcons flat on 
their beaks. The 58-57 win put the 
Dutchmen at 3-3, the .500 mark, a mark 
that has been in association with the team 
all season. 

Twelve games later, on Jan. 27, 
Valley found themselves in the same 
predicament with a 9-9 ledger, playing 
the conference rival Falcons once again. 
This time the game was played in hostile 
territory, away from home in Grantham, 
PA. Going into this game with a 
Commonwealth Conference record of 4- 
4, the Dutchmen could ill-afford to lose 
another conference game, after suffering 
back-to-back defeats at the hands of 
Widener (91-83) and Elizabethtown (67- 
63). 

With the majority of all the games 
played this season coming down to the 
wire, head coach Al McAlester would 
need for someone other than Steve Horst 
to have a big game. And none other than 
sophomore center Darren Pugh stood up 
to that challenge. Pugh, who has been 
playing like a fourth-year starter since the 
midway point of the season, came out of 
the locker room on fire, hitting 7-of-9 
from the field, and 5-of-6 from the stripe, 
to record a career high 19 points. The 
lanky 6*7" center also stood tall among 
the trees down low in collecting 1 1 
rebounds, his fifth double-double on the 
season. 

"The kid is all hustle," said captain 
Steve Horst. "He may not be the most 
athletic kid on the team, but he's getting 
better with every game." He does a great 
job rebounding and scores when he has 
to." 

"I just feel more comfortable with 
the offense," said Pugh on his perfor- 
mances as of late. "When I'm playing, 
I'm just in a zone." In the beginning of 



the season I was nervous and didn't let 
the game come to me. Now I'm just more 
relaxed and can take advantage of my 
height." 

Senior forward Horst against 
Messiah, did what he does best - lead all 
scorers. Horst dropped 26 points on the 
evening, shooting 7-of-10 from the field, 
netting 11 -of- 17 from the stripe. Senior 
forward Ron Kneer contributed nine 
points, while sophomore floor general 
Drew Brayford and off-guard Chris 
Ziegler added eight points each in the 
winning effort. 

Unlike their first meeting, where 
the Dutchmen relied on a last second shot 
to win the game, this game was won on 
the boards and at the line. Valley, as a 
result of dominating the glass and driving 
aggressively to the hole, got to the free- 
throw line a remarkable 33 times, result- 
ing in 23 free points. The Dutchmen out 
rebounded Messiah 35-18, but the 
Falcons kept it close with four players 
scoring in double-figures, and 50% shoot- 
ing from the field. The 77-73 victory put 
the Dutchmen at 5-4 in the conference 
knitting them in fourth place with 
Messiah. 

"We had to beat Messiah because it 
gave us the tie breaker advantage," said 
Horst, winner of a plethora of awards 
since the winter break. "It's tough to win 
on the road to begin with, especially in 
the MAC, and if we didn't win that game 
our chances of making the playoffs were 
close to none." 

The last lime the Dutchmen clashed 
against conference foe Juniata, was on 
Dec. 5. The result, Valley crushed the 
Eagles, scoring a season high 90 points, 
to win 90-65. LVC shot a season best 59 
percent from the floor and 60 percent 
from downtown. 

The Dutchmen led by sophomore 
point guard Brayford, also did an excel- 
lent job of moving the ball around, which 
was the determining factor of the game. 
Valley produced a season high 19 assists, 
with 10 assists coming via the back court 
in Brayford and Ziegler. As a result of 
this statistic, five Dutchmen finished the 
game scoring ten points or more, taking 
pressure off of Horst. 

The tenacious Dutchmen defense 
stymied the fluidity of the Eagle offense,

With eight games to play, the LVC 
women's basketball team still has a 
chance to return to the MAC playoffs, 
despite three consecutive league losses. 

A string of bad luck has followed 
around the Lady Dutchmen. Jan. 20 
brought the first of two meetings between 
Widener University and the Valley. A 
poor shooting percentage of .241 through 
the first half and a free throw percentage 
of barely .500 did the team in. The 
Pioneers came out on top 73-66 over 
LVC.

The Lady Dutchmen played host lo

left in the ballgame, before they went on 
a 19-5 run to triumph over Lebanon 
Valley, 65-52. 

Senior captain Miriam Anthony had 
a double-double for the Valley, with 12 
points and 12 boards. Tighe led all 
scores with 18 points, as well as six 
rebounds. 

LVC traveled to Messiah for a night 
doubleheader with the men on Jan. 27. 
Unable to get the offense started, the 
women scored a mere 14 points in the 
first half. Even though the women 
outscored the Lady Falcons in the second 
half, it was not enough for them to pull 
out a win. The contest ended with 
Messiah on top, 68-48. Anthony grabbed 
1 1 steals from the number one team in 
the Commonwealth. Tighe led the 
women with 20 points and six boards, 
while sophomore Andrea Zawalick netted 
eight point. 

One bright spot for the women, last 
week was a 74-58 victory over last year's 
Division II Finals Four qualifer, the Bible 
Baptist Defenders. During this game, 
Anthony put on a show becoming the 
biggest thief in the Middle Atlantic 
Confernce history.

"I like to be a physical presence out 
there," said Rink, who wears the number 
five sweater for the Dutchmen. "I think 
it's important to be physical in games. It 
also sets the tone for your whole team 
and the other team, knowing you're not 
going to let them into the game without 
being hit. Usually physical play is a big 
part of the game." 

That kind of physical play has con- 
tributed to his team yielding just over a 
goal per game (1.88), second best in the 
ECAC Northeast. 

"It's not only the defense, but the 
offense and goaltending also," Rink said. 
"We play as a unit." 

Rink admits he likes to be an offen- 
sive force. In 14 games. Rink is among 
the team leaders in several statistical cate- 
gories, including games played (14), 
assists (12),. points (15), plus-minus rating 
(+15) and game-winning goals (2).

He is also ranked in many cate- 
gories in the ECAC Northeast confer- 
ence. Through Jan. 21, Rink was tied for 
fourth with teammate Greg Kutchma in 
point scoring, eighth in short-handed 
goals, 12th in game-winning goals, and 
sixteenth in assists. 

His team has benefited from his scor- 
ing exploits. As of Jan. 21, his team 
sported an 8-4-2 overall record and a 6-1- 
1 mark in conference play. 

Head coach Al MacCormack 
believes Rink's ability to excel in his 
team's power play situations, has been 
directly related to the success he's had so 
far during his sophomore campaign.

The fact that another one of the 
NFL's finest was lock up in solitary 
confinement did nothing more than add 
another blemish to the already tar- 
nished image of the league, which 
could not afford another incident. 
Other players in trouble with the law 
included Rae Carruth of the Carolina 
Panthers, who was just convicted of a 
plethora of charges involving his asso- 
ciation with the murder of his girl- 
friend. Fred Lane, also of the Panthers, 
earlier before the season began was 
found shot to death. And Mark 
Chmura of the Green Bay Packers was 
accused of raping his babysitter, the

forcing 13 turnovers, and by way of 
crashing the boards with extreme aggres- 
siveness, LVC limited second chance 
opportunities for Juniata in collecting 37 
total rebounds. 

Valley desperately needing a win 
Tuesday night to keep playoff hopes in 
perspective, tied for the fourth and final 
conference playoff spot, in their second 
meeting of the season against the Eagles, 
approached the game with a do or die 
attitude. But it would be a fade-away, 
eyes-closed bank shot from Shane 
Crandall in overtime to seal the deal for 
Juniata securing a 68-67 upset win. 

With the loss, the Dutchmen fall 
back to .500, at 10-10, but with Messiah 
losing, hold the fourth and final playoff 
spot. 

The last four games of the season all 
come against conference opponents, two 
of which should be relatively easy wins 
on paper. Susquehanna, Valley's next 
opponent (as of 1-31) has a 2-7 mark in 
conference play, while Moravian has a 
ledger of 1-8. LVC will then face tougher 
challenges in Albright, a team that Valley 
beat ironically on a last second three- 
point basket from freshman Evan Harlor, 
and Widener, the team sitting a top the 
Commonwealth. 

"Anyone who's competitive will be 
frustrated," commented Horst. "We've 



lost a lot of close games, luck just hasn't 
come our way." 

In the stunning loss to Juniata, some- 
one unleashed the monster in Pugh. The 
center recorded a career best 1 9 
rebounds, while scoring 17 points, his 
sixth double-double of the season. Horst, 
in a losing effort does what he does best, 
lead all in scoring. He had 26 points on 
the day. 

The deciding factor in this game was 
the excellent three-point shooting of the 
Eagles. Juniata sunk 10-of-31 from 
downtown, 22-of-60 shots total. 



Meanwhile, the Dutchmen actually had a 
better shooting percentage from the 
field(44%), but only made 3-16 from 
beyond the arch, and I6-of-30 from the 
stripe, giving Juniata the opportunity to 
hang around. 

The turning point in overtime, came 
when one official made a numskull of a 
call suggesting that Horst fouled Juniata's 
Nathan Hager on a three-point attempt. 
Hager made all three charity shots tying 
the game at 66. With 6.5 seconds left. 
Ziegler was sent to the line, but missed 
the first of two free-throws, giving

"It's frustrating because we should 
win some of these games," said coach 
McAlester.

Here? 
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Dr. Ford to Conclude Accomplished Teaching Career

Dr. Arthur Ford's leaching career 
with LVC appears to have come full cir- 
cle. It began with the English department 
here at LVC in Humanities Room 204 
and it comes to a close in the very same 
room this semester. A 1959 graduate of 
Lebanon Valley College, Dr. Ford began 
teaching English here in 1965. After 
receiving his Ph.D. from Bowling Green 
University he went into his first teaching 
position with Heidelberg University. He 
relates that initially he was not sure if he 
were going to enjoy teaching or be any 
good at it. Fortunately, "it worked, some- 
thing just clicked," he says, "it was a bit 
of a relief that I could do it and I enjoyed 
it. It's stayed with me all the time." 

In his thirty-six years with Lebanon 
Valley College, Dr. Ford has progressed 
from Assistant Professor to Professor in 
1972. He was the English department 
chair for eighteen years. Beyond his 
teaching here, he has taught abroad in 
Syria and China. This past semester he 
was the resident director for the London 
study abroad program. Beyond working 
in a teaching capacity. Dr. Ford was 
Associate Dean for three years. In 1989 
the college president asked him to begin 
working on recruiting international stu- 
dents and the support systems they may 
need while studying here at LVC and to

begin developing study abroad programs. 
In 1993, Dr. Ford was appointed Dean of 
International Programs, a position he held 
until 1999. He and his wife of 43 years, 
have traveled extensively to recruit stu- 
dents, and have experienced meeting 
many wonderful people. They have also 
been present for some very historic 
moments. He and his wife were in China 
during the Tienamin Square uprising. 
"Traveling has been a big part of our 
lives. I've enjoyed so many differeni 
places, but I really like China a lot 
myself says Dr. Ford. He states that he 



and his wife ". . . can't get enough of 
traveling." 

Dr. Ford has also been published. 
His writings include literary criticisms, 
his own poetry and fiction. In addition, 
for approximately fifteen years he 
worked with a music writer while he 
wrote the words for several operas. Upon 
his return from China in 1989 he began 
writing plays. The president and dean of 
(he college at the time were "two very 
fine actors," Dr. Ford comments. "I wrote 
something for them and they performed it 
all over." He also wrote a one man show 



for Bill McGill, the dean of the college, 
that was performed live. Other works by 
Dr. Ford have been performed including 
one this past May. He will take this play 
on the road, touring several universities 
in China. When he discussed his plans 
with the Dean, Dr. Pollick suggested that 
he remain in contact with the college, "I 
will keep in contact with the theater 
department here and continue to write 
plays for some other people," states Dr. 
Ford. 

Although he will remain on as 
playwright in residence at LVC, this 
semester is his last teaching. When asked 
what he will miss the most he quickly 
responds, "The classroom, the interaction 
with students." He further states, "It's 
funny. When I siarted teaching here, I fig- 
ured it would be for a couple of years, 
but I really liked the school." He adds, 
"Lebanon Valley offered me the opportu- 
nity to teach what I really wanted to 
teach." Looking back on his thirty-six- 
year career here he comments, "This 
school has had its ups and downs, but the 
constant has been the good teaching. 
That's been a source of a lot of satisfac- 
tion for me. The faculty always put the 
students first, it didn't matter what they 
were studying." A fact that students hope 
will never change.

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9th Annual FAFSA 
Workshop

The 9th Annual FAFSA Workshop was held on Saturday, Feb. 3. This work- 
shop provided assistance for those completing the Financial Aid application 
process for the 2001-2002 academic year. There were four simultaneous sessions 
conducted by Karin Right-Nolan, Vicki Cantrell, Jennifer Liedtka, and Susan 
Sarisky of the Financial Aid Office. The agenda for their presentations was com- 
pletion of the FAFSA and the Renewal FAFSA, explanation of what happens 
after the FAFSA has been filed, and description of types of aid that may appear 
on Financial Aid Award letters. Karin, the Director of Financial Aid, stated, "The 
primary goals are to help people complete the form because the process can be 
intimidating. We hope to give them a comfort level by going through the form 
line by line, while, hopefully alleviating a lot of apprehension that goes along 
with filling out Financial Aid forms." 

Vicki Cantrell supervises the coordination of this event, but Karin, Jen, and 
Sue also contribute their own input. There was an overwhelming response this 
year. Vicki noted, "This was the first year that we had to resort to a waitlist. 
Hopefully it won't happen again." More than 150 people, not including drop-ins, 
joined the session, while 10 families unfortunately were left waitlisted. 
Surprisingly, an unexpected six families showed up with hopes of participating in 
the FAFSA lesson — all were accommodated. 

Originally the presentation was given to one big group in the West Dining 
Hall; Karin did the presenting and Jen talked about the loans. This year, they 
decided to showcase the new Heilman. The team broke the crowd into smaller 
groups. Jen Liedtka prefers the change and remarked, "It's much better having 
them in smaller groups. We are able to provide more personal attention." The 
attendees also preferred the smaller groups, so the change was appreciated by 
everyone. 

Each year the Financial Aid Office distributes brochures to high school guid- 
ance counselors in order to promote the workshop as a community service. 
Brochures are also sent to all prospective students. Therefore this program not 
only works for the community, but the college, too. It is another way for 
prospective students and parents to experience LVC as it works hand-in-hand 
with Admissions. 

Was this year's workshop successful? Sue answered, "Yes, there are two 
things that lead us to believe that. We had over 150 attendees and no empty 
seats. Also, the evaluations that the attendees completed show us that it has been 
helpful." 

"As long as there is interest, we'll continue to offer this service to the com- 
munity," Karin added. 

The workshop is held on the first Saturday of February each year and admis- 
sion is free.

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Town vs. Gown is Not as Bad as it Seems

In any college communily, a rela- 
tionship between the college and the 
town is vital to the well-being of both 
the college and the community. This 
unique relationship is very delicate and 
often friction between a town and a col- 
lege is a common occurrence. This situ- 
ation is nothing new to Annville and 
Lebanon Valley College, who are now 
squared off in a variety of skirmishes. 
Some of the more recent problems 
include the "open container" ordinance, 
the parking ordinance, and a restrictive 
curfew on late night activities. But, with 
all of the problems that seem to be dri- 
ving us apart, is there really an animosi- 
ty between the college and the commu- 
nity? "I have never had a problem with 
any residents of the community," says 
Vincent D'Aniello, a recent graduate of 
Lebanon Valley College and currently a 
resident of Annville. "If anything, peo- 
ple respect that I am an alum of LVC 
(Lebanon Valley College). " 

D'Aniello is currently a manager 
at the local Turkey Hill, a place that he 
feels benefits from the presence of the 
college. "Friday and Saturday nights we 
have a greater amount of customers due 
to college," says D'Aniello. "Our third- 
shift business is mainly college students. 
Without the college, I doubt that Turkey 
Hill would stay open continuously for 24 
hours." 

Turkey Hill is not the only busi- 
ness that benefits from the presence of 
the college. "For our business, we arc 
greatly benefited," says Martha Hicks, 
wife of Skip Hicks, who owns MJ's 
Coffeehouse. "A college is good for any 
town. They do not supply the majority 
of our business, but they allow us to 
have a diversified customer pool." 
Another thriving business, Johnson's Bar 
on Main St., also benefits from LVC 
business. "There is a definite benefit to 
our business," says Steve Johnson, 
owner of Johnson's Bar. "We get a mix 
of both professors and students that con- 
stitute about 10% of our business." 

Businesses aren't the only ones 
that benefit from the presence of LVC. 
Lebanon Valley is good for Annville. but 
it is also good for the county, says 
Cleona resident Justin Shaulis. "They 
offer quality cultural opportunities that 
are normally not available to a town 
community, such as art exhibits and vari- 
ous student events, including concerts, 
plays, and sporting events." The college 
continually offers a variety of cultural 
events that are open to the community. 
Every other week MJ's Coffeehouse 



hosts the Coffeehouse Series, which is a 
series of small concerts, public readings, 
and other events that reach out to the 
creative side of the community and the 
college. MJ's also hosts the FilmSOC 
series every other Sunday, showing an 
array of movies that span a variety of 
topics. The college also regularly allows 
the community use of its sports facilities 
at the Arnold Sports Center. Recent 
additions to the building have increased 
capacity for weight training and general 
exercise, as well as opened the opportu- 
nity for physical therapy studies. The 
Zimmerman Art gallery offers continual 
art exhibits highlighting different styles 
of modern and classical art. "They have 
wonderful cultural events," says Martha 
Hicks. The college also provides a lot of 
free advertising for local businesses 
allowing more awareness of local stores. 
Many of the events that the college 
offers are often free admission for the 
public or accompanied by a minimal fee. 

Residents are not the only people 
who feel that Annville and Lebanon 
Valley is a good match. "The college 
contributes culturally, economically, and 
intellectually," says LVC President G. 
David Pollack. "Annville is a safe com- 
munily that provides a good environ- 
ment for the students." 

But amidst all of the good opportu- 
nities and relations between the college 
and the town, the issues still rear their 
ugly heads. "The only complaints (hat I 
ever hear are about the noise that the 
students are making late at night," says 
Johnson. Students are often annoyed by 
the 10 p.m. noise policy that restricts 
any loud activity after the curfew. "It is 
an unreasonable and unrealistic request 
to have no noise after 10 p.m. on a col- 
lege campus," says Pollack. "The 
lifestyle of a college student is different 
than that of a resident." he continues. 
"Students often attend class during the 
day, participate in extracurricular activi- 
ties in the afternoon and evening, then 
study and socialize late into the evening 
hours. Often times students sleep during 
the afternoon to support this habit and 
while it may seem unnatural to residents 
who work all day and sleep at night, it is 
perfectly normal to most college stu- 
dents." College attorney Sleffan Presser 
of the Philadelphia office of the 
American Civil Liberties Union also 
states that Annvillc's curfew law extends 
dangerously the police power to stop and 
question young people minding their 
own business. The parking ordinance 
has also become an issue as of late. 
Students feel that it is unjust to restrict 



where they can park, especially com- 
muters. Some residents feel that they arc 
entitled to exclusive parking privileges 
outside their homes and that students 
should not monopolize the streets. These 
differences have led to a few instances of 
confrontation between students and resi- 
dents and have resulted in legislation 
requiring parking passes for students and 
restrictions on parking privileges. "The 
problem is not parking," says President 
Pollack, "the problem is people making 
parking a problem." 

Problems between a college and 
the community are not limited to 
Annville. All across the nation, similar 
instances have occurred resulting in hard 
feelings. In Boulder, Colorado, relations 
between Colorado University and City 
Hall are approaching a historic nadir, in 
large part over the university's threat- 
ened development of certain properties. 
"What's lacking here is a shared vision 
as to the ultimate shape and feel that uni- 
versity and the city are going to take," 
Boulder City Manager Ron Secrist said. 
Here, Colorado University is hindered in 
its growth by Boulder City, a move that 
could sound a death knell for the univer- 
sity. 

While these problems continue to 
strain our relationship, everyone is 
searching for solutions. "Freshmen 
should not be allowed to have cars on 
campus," says LVC senior Stacey 
Stinson. "With the growth of the col- 
lege, there is simply no room for every- 
one." "The college should allow more 
use of its facilties for local kids," says 
Steve Johnson. "The Youth League 
could really benefit from having time in 
the gym and the practice facilities at a 
decent hour." D'Aniello feels that 
expansion is out of control. "The col- 
lege should slop trying to expand and 
focus on what they have." Shaulis feels 
that if the town continues to pursue stu- 
dent parking tags, then resident parking 
tags should also be instilled to allow for 
less confusion of cars. 

There are no easy solutions to the 
problems that face Annville and LVC. 
Only through a cooperative effort can 
any progress be made. "We need to 
explain to the communily why we are 
growing," says Pollack. "It is helpful to 
reiterate that reason to the public, so they 
understand why we do what we do." 
Shaulis agrees. "Both sides must accept 
and respect the idea that Annville is a 
college town and the impact that stu- 
dents' actions will have."

Pugh Takes his Game to New Heights

There is a feeling among athletes that 
"success is a journey, not a destination." 

For sophomore Darren Pugh, a 
6'7" center on Lebanon Valley 
College men's basketball team, the 
journey began in high school. 

"Probably around ninth 
grade," Pugh said of when he 
believed he could really excel 
playing basketball. "Up to that 
point, I really wasn't better than 
everyone else, I was the same 
height. Then all of a sudden I 
got a growth spurt and by my 
junior year, I started getting more 
coordinated, and I just took off." 

During Pugh's last two years^j 
he started for Shippensbug High 
School, earning Carlisle Sentinel 
first team all-star and defensive 
awards.

While earning these distinguished 
honors, Pugh had aspirations of playing 
at the next level. 

"It was a goal of mine," Pugh 
admitted. "In high school that was the 
only sport I played, I put all my time and 
effort into that, so I just kind of expected 
to play college basketball." 

While still in high school, the col- 
lege selection process began for Pugh. 
Basketball was a major factor in his 
choice to attend LVC. 

"My junior year in high school, 
they were the number one team in the 
nation," said Pugh. "They were like 24-4 
that year. I would love to play with a 
team with that good of a tradition, and 
especially a chance to win a national 
championship. I could have gone to some 
other schools, but they didn't have as 
good of a chance to win like LVC did." 

In late August of 1 999, Pugh started

a new journey as a freshman at LVC. At 
times the journey would be rough, espe- 
cially during basketball practice. 

"I learned how to get my butt 
kicked in practice," Pugh candidly 
remarked. "I had to guard 'Buck' Dan 
Pfeil ('00) all the time. He was very 
good. He really taught me a lot of stuff in 
the post." 

He learned a lot that first season, as 
he adjusted to the more physical faster, 
more demanding college game. Despite 
the maturation process. Pugh was a part 
of a winning tradition. Under head coach 
Brad McAlester, the Dutchmen (17-12 
overall, 8-6 Commonwealth) qualified for 
the Middle Atlantic Conference for the 
eighth consecutive season and won the 
2000 ECAC Division III Southern 
Regional Championship. 

The journey, however, got better 



for Pugh, with the start of his sophomore 
season. In his team's opening game of the 
John Hopkins Tournament, Pugh enjoyed 
his finest game of his young collegiate 
career, grabbing a career high 19 
rebounds. He finished with 15 points, 
connecting on 6-of-10 shots from the 
field, going 3-of-4 from the foul line, 
and blocking two shots. 

"The first game really surprised 
me when I had 15 points and 19 
rebounds, said Pugh. "I came out 
of the gates just going wild." 

Pugh continued to improve. 
Over his next ten games, Pugh 
emerged as the team's top rcbound- 
er. averaging eight boards per 
Hk^ game. He continued that momentum 
into the Billy Marlucci Holiday 
Tournament, where he was selected to 
the All-Tournament Team, along with 
frteammale Steve Horst. 

Afterward, Pugh continued his con- 
sistent play and was rewarded. He was 
named to the MAC Commonwealth 
Conference Honor Roll and the 
D3Hoops.com Team of the Week for Jan. 
21-28, averaging 16.5 points and 12.0 
rebounds per game. Pugh had 14 points 
and 13 rebounds against nationally 
ranked Eli/.abelhtown and recorded a 
career-high 19 points and 1 1 rebounds in 
a win at Messiah, his fifth double-double 
of the season. 

Pugh's relentless work ethic and 
fierce rebounding prowess in the paint, 
contributed to him earning the awards. 

"The only way I've ever 
approached basketball was giving 100%, 
all the lime for Forty-minutes," Pugh 
exclaimed. "I just work hard on the court 
and my main thing is rebounding. I figure 
if I can get 10 rebounds a night, just by 
getting the rebounds, I'm going to score 
points because you get on the offensive 
glass, you get so many easy shots."

With the win, LVC is knotted in third 
place in the Commonwealth with the 
Albright Lions who they took on 
Valentines Day evening. Valley in order 
to solidify themselves in the postseason 
must win one of their last two games, 
either against Albright or Widener. 
"We're a good team," McAlester said. 
"If we played one of the schedules that 
the other teams played, we'd be 13-6." I 
think if we get to the playoffs we'll have 
a shot. We've been there with every team 
we've played this year."

Over the next few years, LVC will be 
undergoing many changes in its physical 
appearance, including a new dormitory, new 
gymnasium, renovation of Lynch, and reno- 
vation of Garber. The first of these prospec- 
tive expansion jobs will be the construction 
of new housing across from and connecting 
to Marquette Suites. Though planning is still 
taking place, the twin to Marquette is antici- 
pated to be open to students by fall of 2002. 
Mr. Greg Stanson, Vice President of 
Enrollment and Student Services, is 
extremely pleased with the plans and says. 
"Even the architects are very excited." 

According to Dr. Hamilton, Vice 
President for Administration, the four hous- 
es across from Marquette will be demol- 
ished to make room for the new suites. 
Plans call for a 53 - 75 person dorm, 
depending on how much room is available 
following the destruction of the houses. The 
building will be a co-ed dorm, holding four 
to five people per room, and will be joined 
on New St. to the existing Marquette. A 
social lounge will connect the two dorms, 
conveniently blocking the view of the con- 
crete factory a few yards away. The new 
dorms will be considered as preferred hous- 
ing and will most likely follow the current 
credit-hours system for residing in suites. 
Construction is expected to begin sometime 
during the next academic year, as early as 
August or as late as next spring. 

The building of a new dorm is the first 
of a few upcoming construction jobs on 
campus that are connected to an anticipated 
increase in enrollment and enhancement of

The future dormitory is not yet 
named. It will be financed through 
capital campaign. Mr. Stanson 
says, "Nothing will come out of 
student tuition." Future projects 
will begin as the money is avail- 
able. The more distant future 
could possibly see a village-like 
housing community built in the 
Kreiderheim area. Though no 
plans are being developed at this 
current time, according to Mr. 
Stanson, he and many others have 
high hopes for seeing that land 
developed to enhance the campus 
and provide more for the students.

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LVC Students Take an 
Educational Road Trip

"On the road again!" These 
words were sung as Lebanon 
Valley's children's literature enthu- 
siasts left campus for a weekend 
visit with Professor Eve Puhalla to 
view the Mazza Collection. 
Located on the campus of the 
University of Findlay in Findlay, 
Ohio, in the Virginia B. Gardner 
Fine Arts Pavilion, the Mazza is 
the first and largest teaching 
gallery in the world for original art 
from children's picture books. At 
first glance of the small appearance 
of the building, one may think that 
this would be a quick trip; howev- 
er, that is quite the opposite and I 
found I wished I had more time! 

Reflecting on the trip and later 
telling friends, it is difficult for me 
to explain the amazing artwork at 
the gallery. In fact, some people 
were so excited to be at the gallery, 
it brought tears to their eyes! 
Fortunately for us, we had our own 
tour of the gallery with a very 
enthusiastic tour guide, Terry, who 
was ready to share all of her pas- 
sion and information about the art- 
work and illustrators. Terry began 
the tour with a look at the history 
of the gallery and how it came to 
be. The collection began with just 
four pieces of art in an attempt to 
give the college a gift and a dream 
of Dr. Jerry Mallett, the gallery's 
director. Dr. and Mrs. Mazza, for 
whom the gallery is named, pro- 
vided the funds for the donation of 
the first four pieces. The art was 
placed in the basement of the 
library. Later, when the collection 
was going to expand, the gallery 
was seeking support of the local 
community. Families or business- 
es could give money to purchase a 
piece of art and a plaque would be 
placed on the art. The gallery 
workers anticipated receiving 
enough money to buy one piece a 



year. Needless to say, with a 
growing collection of over 1000 
illustrations, the community was 
very generous. The display was 
later moved to its current location 
in the Fine Arts Pavilion. Also, in 
the process of getting the artwork 
displayed, there were several items 
to learn about displaying the art- 
work so that it could be preserved. 
The lights from the library actually 
changed the colors of Rain. Since 
then, we know that the gallery is lit 
with 15-watt candlepower and acid 
free mattes and UV glass is used. 

Throughout the tour, we 
learned numerous facts and 
insights into the artisti's techniques, 
studios, medias, and literature. 
The information I learned would 
definitely enhance the story telling 
of that book. Jan Bret, for 
instance, spends one hour on one 
inch of her art. Eric Carle, who 
uses tissue paper, has a very metic- 
ulous studio with large cabinets 
full of tissue paper sorted by color. 
Robert Sabuda, popular in our 
class for his exquisite pop-up 
books, has used different medias 
such as stained glass and watercol- 
or. In addition, for our purposes, 
the gallery was set-up to show the 
different medias artists use. We 
saw work done in such materials as 
gouache, watercolor, recycled 
paper, modeling clay, tissue paper, 
and foam board. To know about 
the enormous amounts of time and 
work put into a single illustration 
and then to see the work is amaz- 
ing to me. The books that the art 
is in are displayed below the art 
and we were able to compare with 
some pieces what it looks like 
when the artist creates it and what 
it looks like once it is scanned into 
a book. I, along with 16 other 
LVC students on the trip, gained an 
even greater appreciation and 
understanding of their work.

to say and how to even say it!! 

Pulling into the tiny driveway, I 
was greeted by 8 other students who 
quickly treated me as if 1 had been liv- 
ing there for months. Annick and I 
then made our way up to the duexieme 
elage where my room would be. It 
was adorable! Two small dressers, a 
desk, a bed, and a slanted roof with a 
skylight window set the scene. It was 
nothing like my room at home but that 
was what made it all the better and all 
the more franacais. 

The first week was, honestly, very 
difficult for me. A whole new sched- 
ule and lifestyle was laid out in front 
of me. Eating dinner at 9 o'clock at 
night and not finishing until close to 
12 a.m., walking (NOT DRIVING!) 
the 20 minutes into centre ville, sitting 
leisurely at cafes for 3 hours after 
class, and trying to decide how much 
400 francs would be in American dol- 
lars were some of the few, but major 
issues that plagued me during the first 
few weeks. This "natural" discomfort 
soon faded as I began to talk to more 
people, asked more questions, and 
WATCHED a lot more. 

Then it happened. The third week 



into the semester, our group had a 
planned excursion to Paris for 6 days. 
The first day in the city, we traveled 
on a bateaux mouches, an open-air 
boat, which took you up and down La 
Seine (the major river that floats 
directly through Paris). On this boat, I 
encountered some of the most breath- 
taking sights that some people only see 
in pictures. Le Tour Eiffel, Le Notre 
Dame, L'Arc de Triomphe . . . these 
were only some of the places that 
could be seen from the boat. 

For the rest of the visit, we saw all 
of these places and more, inside and 
out. Le Notre Dame's immense size 
and beauty cannot even come close to 
being described. As you enter the 
cathedral, you sec hundreds of glowing 
candles that echo off of the intricate 
architecture. It is especially brilliant 
when the stained glass windows catch 
a ray of sunlight and reflect it inside. 
Le Louvre, a museum that contains 
many famous works of art, was so big 
that it would take at least two full days 
to walk through the entire place. 
Home to the Mona Lisa and pieces

Lebanon Valley College's 13th 
Annual Fred J. Springer Lecture in 
International Business 
Management will present "The 
Financial Service Sector: An 
Evolution or a Revolution?" with 
George M. Reider Jr., former 
insurance commissioner for the 
State of Connecticut, on Thursday, 
March 22 at 11 a.m. in the Leedy 
Theater of Lebanon Valley 
College's Mund Center. The pre- 
sentation, which is sponsored by 
the Departments of Business 
Administration and Foreign 
Languages, is free and open to the 
public.

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Pioneers Gun Down Flying 
Dutchmen in Opening 
Round of Conference 
Playoffs

It was quite obvious to those who 
watched the locally televised game 
between Valley and Albright on 
Valentine's Day that Cupid's arrow broke 
the hearts of the Dutchmen, when senior 
center Mark Moritz hit a turn-around 
jumper with 7.4 seconds remaining, to 
give the Lions a 58-56 advantage, and 
sole possession of third place in the 
Commonwealth Conference. 

The loss was not only devastating 
because it placed the Dutchmen as the 
fourth and final seed in the 
Commonwealth playoff picture, but it 
would mean that if Albright was victori- 
ous over Susquehanna in their final regu- 
lar season game, which they were, Valley 
would have to play the nationally ranked 
and #1 seed Widener Pioneers, twice. 

"We knew we had to win at home to 
gain the confidence that we could win at 
their place where they are 28- 1 the last 
two seasons," remarked head coach Brad 
McAlester. 

Steamed from their last second loss 
to the Lions, Valley came out smoking. 
Senior Forwards Steve Horst and Ron 
Kneer gave the home crowd a special 
treat on senior day, sending them into a 
frenzy just minutes into the game, when 
Horst floated the ball in the air to a soar- 
ing Kneer who slammed it home, giving 
the Dutchmen an early four point lead. 

That play would set the tempo for 
the rest of the half, as Valley hit 13-of-29 
from the floor, gaining a grand contribu- 
tion from crowd favorite John Sharkey. 
On his first touch, he swished a 12-foot 
jumper, and would score twice more on 
his next two touches, scoring nine of his 
13 points in the first half, aiding LVC to 
a 30-26 halftime lead. 

After being reamed out in the lock- 
er room by head coach Dave Duda for 
playing a emotionless first half. Widener 
took the floor for warm ups as if they did 
not want to play, and Valley would take 
advantage, primarily via the old-fash- 
ioned three-point play. Both Sharkey and 
center Darren Pugh tallied six points on 
consecutive possessions after hitting their 
respective buckets while being fouled, 
putting the Dutchmen up, 44-38. Widener 
would try to make a run at the end, 
shrinking Valley's 10-point lead to four, 
but the Dutchmen would put the nail-in- 
the-coffin at the charity stripe. 

Valley sank 23-of-30 freebies, while 



giving Widener only 14 opportunities 
from the line, which was ultimately the 
deciding factor of the game, to go along 
with the Pioneers shooting just 33 percent 
from the field. 

Also, a key in the victory was the 
fact that the Dutchmen were the aggres- 
sors. Valley took the ball to the whole, 
and on numerous occasions made their 
shots in the process of being fouled. 

Horst once again led all scores with 
28 points, while Pugh notched another 
double-double, racking 1 1 points and 15 
boards. Guard Chaz Williamson was the 
only Pioneer to score in double figures, 
with 22 points, which compliments the 
dominance of the Dutchmen on this day. 

McAlester and his players knew 
entering the game Wednesday night that 
defeating the Pioneers twice would be no 
easy task. Not only were the Dutchmen 
playing in hostile territory, but this game 
unlike the previous, had everything riding 
on it - a trip to the conference finals. 

Widener, with their eyes set on mak- 
ing the NCAA Division III tourney 
appeared to be a completely different 
team, forcing 13 Valley turnovers in the 
first stanza of the semifinal playoff game, 
leading 41-27 at the half. 

"They were more aggressive and 
experienced," said McAlester. "We didn't 
step it up until it was too late, the only 
player that kept us in the game in the first 
half, was Steve." 

Horst, who kept the game in per- 
spective with 19 first half points, was the 
only Dutchman to score a field goal. 

LVC would ultimately make their run 
in the second half, coming within a buck- 
et of lying the game, but il would be too 
little too late. 

After a Drew Brayford lay-up made 
it a three-point game, the Pioneer's Frank 
Deluca would be immediately fouled, and 
sent to the line where he made both free- 
throws, putting the game out of reach. 

What decided the game was 
Widener's ability to hit II straight free 
throws, to hold onto a 85-80 win. The 
Pioneers thereafter went on to defeat 
Elizabethtown, 81-74, to capture the con- 
ference crown. 

Unfortunately, Valley would not get a 
bid this year to repeat as ECAC 
Champions, finishing the season 13-12 




UMass "Block"ed by LVC, 3-1; 

Valley Wins First Playoff Game in 
Team History

Hershey, Pa. - Junior Kevin Block 
avenged his first round playoff loss to 
UMass-Dartmouth from a year ago, by 
leading the Dutchmen to a 3-1 victory 
over the visting Corsairs, in the first 
round of the ECAC Northeast playoffs at 
HERSHEYPARK Arena. The win gave 
the Dutchmen their first playoff victory 
in team history (three years). 

Block won the battle of the nets with 
help from his defensive lines. LVC out- 
shot the Corsairs 43-27 and allowed just 
one goal. Block made 26 saves to post 
his fourth-straight win, and improve to 8- 
5-1 on the year. 

Lebanon Valley jumped out to a 2-0 
lead after one period. Just seven minutes 
into the game, the Dutchmen drew firsi 
blood with three seconds left in a power- 
play, when junior Shaun McGinty slipped 
the puck to junior Dan Fox off a face-off 
in UMass territory. Fox then went to 
work, skating around three Corsairs, and 
hit the back of the net from 15 feet to 
give LVC a 1-0 lead. 

A few minutes later, LVC took a flur- 
ry of shots, finally pounding a rebound 
past freshman goalie Ryan Grant. 
Sophomore defenseman Anthony Pace 
was credited with the goal, his first of the 
day, with assists from junior Jamie Taylor 
and sophomore Tim Rink. 

After both team went scoreless in the 
second, Pace notched his second goal of 
the day. This time he was assisted by 
sophomore Brian Yingling and Taylor. 
Pace moved to third-place on the team 
with 10 goals scored on the year. 

The Corsairs got on board midway 
through the third period, slipping the 
puck past Block, negating the shutout. 
Grant made 40 saves in a losing effort, 
and fell to 11-8-1 on the year. 
UMass-Dartmouth finished the season at 
15-9-2 overall, and 10-6-2 in the confer- 
ence. 



The Dutchmen will play the No. 3 
seed, Johnson & Wales University (RI), 
in the second round of the playoffs. 

Valley looks to avenge this season's 
4-1 loss to the Wildcats (18-6-2, 14-2-1). 
J&W advanced to the second round after 
defeating Worcester State 8-3. Sunday 
Night.

With only a slim chance at Ihe 
Eastern College Athletic Conference 
(ECAC) Regional playoffs, the women's 
basketball team was not granted a bid. 
ending their season. The announcement 
came Monday, nearly two weeks after the 
women's final game. 

"It's very dissapointing," said senior 
captain Miriam Anthony. "As the season 
progressed, we really came together as a 
team. We hate to see our year end without 
any post-season play." 

The last regular season game took 
place on Feb. 17, a double-header against 
Widener. Despite pushing the game into 
a second overtime, the women fell to the 
Lady Pioneers, 71-69. 

Leading for the majority of the 
game, the Dutchwomen fell behind in the 
final minute. With less than a second left 
on the clock, senior Lora Zimmerman 
buried a three-pointer, forcing overtime. 

Both teams traded baskets for the 
first five minutes of post-regulation play, 
but the tenacious Pioneers would over- 
come Valley in the second overtime. 

Sophomore Steph Tighe finished the 
game with a career-high 30 points and 
added 13 boards. In their final collegiate 
contest, Zimmerman tallied 19 points, 15 
of which came from beyond the arch, and 
Anthony finished with a solid nine points, 
eight rebounds, and seven steals. 

Even though the team did not receive 
a desired playoff berth, the season was 
not without its high points. 

Tighe was acknowledged for her per- 
formance during the last week of play, 
being named the ECAC Southern Region 
Co-Player of the Week, and the MAC 
Commonwealth League Player of the 
Week. 

Anthony brought her senior season to 
a close as the Division III steals leader, 
six per game. The NCAA crowned her 
the "Queen of Theives," as she broke her 
own school record with 1 37 on the year. 
She also broke both the school and con- 
ference record for steals in the game in 
January, grabbing 13 against Baptist 
Bible College. 

The coveted 1 00th career win by 
Coach Peg Kauffman the second to last 
game of the season was another highlight 
for these ladies. 

"We did a lot of good things this sea- 
son," Anthony added. "But that just does- 
n't seem to count without the playoffs." 

The women wrapped up their season 
with a 12-12 overall record, 5-9 in con- 
ference play.

Before Injury, Yeiser Accomplished Rare Feat

It wasn't supposed to happen th 
way. Not to this player, who was in 
the midst of playing her final baskel- 
ball season. Not to this team, in the 
middle of the stretch run, trying to 
secure a fourth and final playoff 
spot in the Middle Allanlic 
Conference (MAC) playoffs. 

In the opening minute of 
LVC women's basketball game 
against Elizabethlown College, 
Lindsey Yeiser, a senior forward,' 
received a pass in the lane, 
squared up, and knocked down a 
short jumper to give her team an 
early 2-0 advantage. 

After Yeiser got back on 
defense and prepared to stop an 
opposing player from dribbling 
around her just beyond the three-point 
line, something terrible happened. 

For a few minutes, all of Lynch 
Gymnasium was silent, except for the 
high pitched screams that echoed around 
the building, as Yeiser lay on the court, in 
extreme pain, clutching her right knee. 

As she composed herself and was 
helped to the team's bench, it would be 
the last time Yeiser would ever wear the 
home blue, white, and red colors of a 
Dutchmen jersey. 

After sitting out the next game, she 
played sparingly at Messiah, but the 
injury, a tear of the anterior cruciate liga- 
ment (ACL) in her right knee, would ulti- 
mately bring Yeiser's senior season and 
collegiate career to an abrupt end. 

"It was really scary," Yeiser said of 
the agonizing experience. "At first when I 
did it, I was positive I tore something, 
never thought the ACL to be honest. Then 
as the days went by, I thought, ah, it's not 
too bad. When I actually found out I did 
tear it, it was a pretty bad day." 

The injury prevented Yeiser from 




playing a vital role on her basketball 
team's quest to make the playoffs for the 
third straight season. The team finished 
fifth in the conference, with a 5-8 record, 
and missed qualifying for post season 
play. 

"It was very difficult because I 
think a lot of problems down the stretch 
was we just didn't have a deep enough- 
bench, we didn't have a lot of subs," 
Yeiser explained. "It was hard to watch, 
especially after starting for awhile and 
then just to sit there and watch, and the 
games were so close so often." 

Before the injury, Yeiser had not 
only played a prominent role on the bas- 
ketball team, but she was a catalyst on 
the field hockey and softball team. 

"I have played three sports ever 
since high school, so I guess after doing 
it for so long, it's just something that I'm 



used to," said Yeiser. 'The past two years 
it's been more difficult, because my body 
going from season to season, you don't 
et much rest at all, and I've been feel- 
g it more, the aches and pains, but 
's been pretty common place for 
me." 

During the past four years 
('97-'00), as a starling back on the 
field hockey team, Yeiser estab- 
lished herself as one of the premier 
players to ever play for the storied 
rogram. A four year letter-winner 
and co-captain her senior year, 
Yeiser was named a First-Team 
ational Ail-American by the 
National Field Hockey Coach's 
Association (NFHCA) for the third 
consecutive season. She also was 
named a NFHCA Regional First-Team 
All-Star. In addition, she was named a 
Commonwealth Conference First-Team 
All-Star. 

Her team (18-3 overall, 8-1 confer- 
ence) won the Commonwealth 
Conference Championship, and she 
played in the NCAA Division III 
National Field Hockey Championships 
for the fourth consecutive season. 

In her junior year, Yeiser was named 
a MAC First-Team All-Star and named 
the MAC'S Most Valuable Player. She 
also was a NFCHA First-Team National 
All-American and a First-Team Regional 
All-American in helping her team post an 
impressive 17-3 overall record and a 7-0 
first place finish in conference play. 

As a sophomore, Yeiser was named a 
MAC First-Team All-Star and selected by 
NFCHA as National Third-Team All- 
American and a Regional First-Team All- 
American en route to her team advancing 
the MAC Championships and the Elite- 
Eight of the NCAA Division III National 
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Championships. 

Yeiser captured MAC Co-Rookie 
of the Year honors her freshman sea- 
son. Her team advanced to the Final- 
Four of the NCAA Division III 
National Championships, before losing 
in double-overtime on penalty strokes 
to WiUiam Smith, 2-1. 

One reason for Yeiser's success, 
was her ability to thrive on defense. 

"There's nothing in my mind 
more reliable than a strong defense," 
said Kathy Tiemey, the Director of 
Athletics at LVC, and former head 
coach, who retired after the 2000 field 
hockey season. "Lindsey has been the 
focal point for our defense for as long 
as she's been at Lebanon Valley. As a 
first year player, Lindsey was the 
leader defensively on our team that 
made it to the Final Four and narrowly 
missed an opportunity to play in the 



National Championship game." 

Another factor that contributed to 
Yeiser's success was her ability to 
dominate during key moments in a 
game or spark her team emotionally. 

"There were many times that 
Lindsey would be in a situation where 
she would have to come up with a big 
play," Tierney said. "There were times 
in offensive corner situations, when we 
needed Lindsey to perform, she either 
scored or created something for us 
offensively. Emotionally, she always 
provided a lot of intensity, a lot of 
desire, and a lot of determination." 

Yeiser used that physical and 
emotional exuberance on the basketball 
court as well. As a starter or key 
reserve during her three-year career, 
Yeiser gained a reputation as a solid 
rebounder. She could box out under- 
neath the basket and grab offensive or 



defensive rebounds. 

Before her injury, in 12 games, 
she averaged 3.5 rebounds per game. 
Yeiser twice equaled her season high in 
rebounds, pulling down eight boards in 
wins against Western Maryland and 
Moravian College. 

Yeiser was also a three-year let- 
ter-winner and starting catcher on the 
softball team. 

For Yeiser, the thrill of making a 
big defensive play in each sport, yields 
a higher feeling of excitement than 
making an impact offensively. 

"It's my thing to do, because I've 
never been a scorer," Yeiser admitted. 
"I lake pride in playing defense. The 
biggest rush to me is blocking a shot, 
or stopping a goal, or being at the plate 
when someone is trying to score, and 
tag them out. I think it's more fun than 



being a scorer." 

Yeiser has not only starred on 
the athletic field, but also in the class- 
room as well. She made the MAC 
Academic Honor Roll three times dur- 
ing her junior year, for the fall, winter, 
and spring sports seasons. Also her 
junior year, Yeiser was named to the 
NFHCA Division III National 
Academic Sqaud. 

"She wanted to be fully involved 
in the college experience and to 
Lindsey that meant playing an active 
role in her academics and being 
involved in the love she had for other 
sports," Tierney said. "I think that 
takes a lot of maturity to do that. She's 
a definite dying breed, absolutely 
dying breed." 



Going Home: The Story of a Sandlot Player

I sat on the wooden church pew 
beside Mort Loy, a man in his late 
sixties. Thin wisps of white hair were 
neatly swept across his forehead. His 
broad shoulders stretched the seams 
of his navy blue jacket, and he rested 
his massive hands on his knees. 

"I always wanted to be a ballplay- 
er," he spoke quietly, rubbing his 
wide fingers together. "Never thought 
about anything besides baseball when 
I was younger." I watched his eyes, 
sparkling with the anxiousness of a 
rookie at the plate, and recalled my 
grandfather telling me that no player 
in Perry County could hit a baseball 
harder than Mort. 

"When I was a little younger than 
you, about 1 7," he said, "I played for 
Loysville in the county sandlot 
league. My position was outfield, and 
boy did I love to hit." 

Mort's hitting, in fact, attracted 
the attention of a professional scout 
for St. Louis in the early 1950's. He 
went on, "I remember playing a team 
in the eastern end of the county. I had 
a good game, knocked a few hits, and 
afterwards this fella just walks up to 
me and asks if I want to play pro ball. 
So we go to the bar of the Newport 
Hotel, and the scout pulls out a con- 
tract. I start to read over it, you know, 
and he says to me, 'You can read it if 
you want to, but this is the same con- 
tract Stan Musial signs.'" 



"You know, at home, we were 
playing in cow pastures. Now I 
had a contract, got to stay in a 
private home at night, and got 
to play baseball all day." 



Like most of the men from our 
rural community, Mort had been 
raised on a farm. He built his strength 
by cleaning cow stalls, carrying water, 
and unloading hay bales. During the 
week, he helped his father with chores 
from sunrise to sunset, but on 
Saturday after- 
noons, he 
grabbed his 
mitt and head- 
ed for the 
freshly 
trimmed, 
though often 
gullied, out- 
fields of local 
ball diamonds. For farm boys, sandlot 
baseball was their favorite pastime, 
and for Mort, playing professional 
ball was his only dream. 

Often, these sandlot players came 
to games with their muscles sore and 
their eyes sticky from a summer of 
stacking hay bales in dusty barns; yet, 
the Loysville team had been known to 
pour gasoline on a wet field and start 
a fire, so great was their desire to defy 
the weather and play baseball. Mort 
cleared his throat and continued his 
story. 

"When March rolled around, I got 
on a train in Harrisburg that was 
heading for Lynchburg, VA. In 
Lynchburg, another scout asked if I 
was a ballplayer, and he put me on 
this old school bus that set out for 
Albany, GA. When I got to Georgia, I 



could see an enormous field with 
seven games going on at once. I never 
seen anything like it. You know, at 
home, we were playing in cow pas- 
tures. Now I had a contract, got to 
stay in a private home at night, and 
got to play baseball all day." 

Mort soon 
realized, how- 
ever, that the 
other players 
were quality 
athletes, and 
he would have 
to make an 
impression on 
the Cardinals' 
coaches. 

"The coaches kept telling us not 
to run on the sand, but the scout that 
signed me kept after me, telling me 
that I got to show them my speed. 
Well, I decided that when I got up to 
hit, I'd really pour it on around the 
bases. Next time at the plate, I 
smacked a drive to the fence and had 
my eyes set on third," he paused. In a 
faltering voice, Mort explained how 
his desire to impress ultimately ended 
in a shattered dream. "Going around 
second base, I pulled a hamstring. 
Nearly fell down when that pain shot 
up my leg. Coaches saw me limping 
and that was the end. They gave me 
my unconditional release." 

Though "unconditional release" 
sounded so final to me, Mort wasn't 
finished with his tale. 



"Coming home, I got on a train 
that stopped in Macon, GA. At the 
station, I saw a bunch of fellas who 
looked like ballplayers. Now, I wasn't 
sure who they were, cause only the 
stars made the newspapers in those 
days, but I said to the guy next to me, 
"That looks like Ted Williams out 
there.' Sure enough, I see Red Sox 
luggage being loaded on the train. 
Well, next morning, I decide that I'm 
going to get Williams' autograph. 
Now I was very backward in those 
days, but I knew I'd never get another 
chance like that. I took my napkin 
from breakfast and went back to the 
ball team's car. I went right up to 
Williams and asked for his autograph. 
I could have got the whole team, but I 
only wanted his." 

Mort reached for an envelope on 
the seat beside him. "I brought it to 
show you." 

In the middle of the white napkin, 
was "Ted Williams," scrawled in 
black pen. "It was pretty bumpy on 
the train, you know," Mort said. 

Here sat a man who had come 
heartbreakingly close to his dream 
and watched it slip away. I looked at 
him in wonder and asked, "How 
could you stand to come home?" 

And, for the first time during the 
interview, he looked directly at me. "I 
figured that there was worse places I 
could go."

Three minutes into the start of the game 
against Wentworth, LVC struck first when Anthony 
Pace put home a rebound from Yingling and Taylor.

At the eight minute mark, the Wentworth was 
penalized for cross-checking, and on the one man 
advantage, Kutchma added to the lead.

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Streetscape 
Project to Begin 
Summer 2001

The small orange Hags and orange 
spray paint you may have noticed 
around the intersection of Rouies 934 
and 422 are the first signs of the 
upcoming Annville Streetscape Project. 
The project combines engineering as 
well as architectural and landscaping 
aspects to cover an area east from 
College Avenue west to Concord Street 
and north from Lebanon Street south to 
Cumberland Street. 

The final result is to be a complete- 
ly revamped intersection, which will 
include the addition of left turn only 
lanes on Route 934 in both Northbound 
and Southbound directions. The busi- 
nesses oti each corner, are allowing the 
construction to utilize corner areas of 
their properties in order to provide a 
larger intersection radius. In addition, 
the project calls for entirely new side- 



walks, new decorative street lights, and 
the removal of overhead wires. 

According to Mr. Richard Charles, 
chair of the Greater Annville 
Committee, all sidewalks in the project 
area will be widened and rebuilt to 
include decorative brick strips where 
pedestrian traffic is heaviest, such as the 
area of the Allen Theater and the Old 
Annville Inn. According to the Greater 
Annville Committee, priority has been 
given to keeping the area's retailers 
accessible to the public. Although 
vehicular and pedestrian traffic controls 
are not clearly specified at this time, 
they will certainly be addressed by the 
contractors when construction begins. 
As indicated by Mr. Charles, project 
construction is slated to begin in the 
middle to late summer 2001 and will 
probably go into 2002.

U2- "Don't 
Call It a 
Comeback'

2001 is a little over three months old, 
and already the Irish rock band'U2 has 
had quite a year. In January, they were 
named "Band of the Year" by Rolling 
Stone magazine, and in February, the 
foursome walked away with three 
Grammy awards-for Record of the Year, 
Song of the Year, and Best Rock 
Performance by a Duo or Group for their 
single "Beautiful Day." They also 
announced plans for their first arena tour 
in a number of years in mid-January. 

It's been three years since the world 
heard new music from Dublin's favorite 
band. Following the critical and com- 
mercial disappointment of their 1997 
release POP, lead singer Bono, guitarist 
The Edge, drummer Larry Mullen Jr.. and 
bassist Adam Clayton decided to re-eval- 
uate their musical priorities and return to 
a less experimental sound for their next 
album. All That You Can't Leave Behind, 
their tenth studio release, came out in 
Oct. 2000. Almost immediately, critics 
called it one of the band's best efforts. 
True to their word, U2 returned to a less 
electonically-driven sound, making a rad- 
ical departure from POP and their 1991 
release Achtung Baby. The CD is more 
dependent on the melody and lyrics than 
on flashy synthesizers and drum loops, 
making it easier for the band to get their 
messages across in their lyrics. 

"Beautiful Day" which has been 
described by Bono as "a song about a 
guy who's lost everything, his wife, his 
house, his season tickets to the Yankees . 
. . and he couldn't be happier." sets the 
tone for the songs on the disc. In many 
of them. U2 sound completely unlike 
themselves. In a song called "Stuck in a 
Moment You Can't Get Out Of," the 
band takes on a soulful, Philly-esque 
sound with horns and a gospel choir 
singing backup. In an interview with 
Rolling Stone, Bono admitted that the 
song was composed in memory of his 
friend. INXS singer Michael Hutchcnce, 
who committed suicide in Nov. 1997. 
The concluding line of the song says it 
all— "It's just a moment/This time will 
pass." In just a few words Bono is able 
to give an encouraging message to any- 
one who is feeling a bit down or stressed 
out.

The Rippling Effects of 
School Violence

In the past week, two school shoot- 
ings have taken place- one in California 
and another here in Pennsylvania. I hap- 
pened to be home Monday, March 5, 
2001, when the California incident was 
taking place.

Not the usual getting teased 
or getting into a fist fight, which was the 
absolute worst thing that was within the 
realm of possibility when I was in high 
school, but literally having to suffer a gun 
shot wound. 

We've all seen the media's constant 
coverage of this event and now with the 
incident in Williamsport, and we may be 
feeling a bit desensitized. That's one of 
the worst possible things that could hap- 
pen. We become overwhelmed by the 
horrible events that spatter our news pro- 
grams. The reasons children, and that's 
who we're talking about here, resort to 



this type of retribution or problem solv- 
ing could be endless. Psychologists, soci- 
ologists, parents, students, and law 
enforcement could surely name a differ- 
ent cause for these incidents. The truth is 
it's happening. The more pertinent ques- 
tion is, what can we, if anything, as indi- 
viduals possibly do to stop, or at least 
attempt to prevent it? Some people say a 
simple answer may be to pay attention to 
our children. Let's examine that. 

Three students were aware of Santee 
California student Charles "Andy" 
Williams' plan to shoot other students. A 
boyfriend of one of these students' moth- 
er even spoke to Williams. He asked 
Williams repeatedly if he was serious 
about the threats to shoot classmates. 
While being interviewed after the inci- 
dent, this acting parent said he felt 
responsible. He felt he could have pre- 
vented it from happening. Of course no 
one wants to believe a 15-year-old boy 
when he talks of shooting people. We 
don't want to think a boy would be capa- 
ble of something so horrific. 
Unfortunately we live in a world where 



the possibility of a young boy or girl 
shooting someone is real. Unfortunately 
we are forced to believe that a 15-year- 
old boy is serious when he says he's 
going to shoot up his school. 

When I saw Williams entering the 
courtroom on the news, it really struck 
me. He's a boy. His hair was a mess, his 
eyes wide, the orange prison uniform was 
too big, and I felt sad for him. This boy 
shot 15 people. He killed two people. 
Innocent people. This young boy. 

Elizabeth Bush, the Williamsport 
Pennsylvania student who shot another 
classmate in her school's cafeteria 
Wednesday, March 7, 2001 is another 
young person who's forced all of us to 
see the reality of this violence. Currently, 
there are no reports of anyone having 
prior knowledge of Bush's plans. How 
could that have been prevented? A young 
boy, who is said to be the hero in that sit- 
uation, who talked to Bush and con- 
vinced her to put the gun down, said he 
heard her talk of killing herself. Watching 
the news and seeing Bush being walked 
to the police car, her hands in chains, still 



in her school uniform, with absolutely no 
expression on her face, was a woeful 
scene. The desperation of the situation is 
clear. 

The sorrow the families and friends 
of the deceased have to endure is also 
clear. The damage these episodes cause 
permeates throughout each of their lives, 
the schools, the communities, and to each 
of us. What can we do ? There are no sim- 
ple solutions. I don't have a concise 
answer to that question. The only thing 
that we can attempt is to listen to others 
and ourselves. If you have the desire to 
work with children, do it. If you think 
becoming a big brother or sister is some- 
thing you want to do. do it. If you know a 
child, your brother, sister, niece, nephew, 
neighbor, stranger for that matter, that 
you think needs to talk, what could be the 
harm in listening and maybe providing a 
little guidance? Although talking or lis- 
tening to a child may not be a guarantee 
they won't do something desperate, what 
could it harm?

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Dutchmen Flying 
High After Fast Start

When Shawn Berwager. a senior 
right-hander for LVCs baseball team 
walks across the white chalk lines, to his 
territory, the mound, he does so with a 
bulldog mentality. A natural groundball 
pitcher, with sinking action on his fastball 
that dives into right-handed batters, he's 
willing to do whatever it takes to propel 
his team to victory. 

Berwager displayed that bulldog 
mentality in LVCs home opener, 
Thursday, March 15, against Muhlenberg 
College. 

Throwing without his best stuff, 
Berwager found himself in trouble early. 
In the first, Berwager gave up a leadoff 
double to left center. Then he surrendered 
a single, hut Berwager got himself out of 
the jam. He picked off the leadoff man on 
second base. After the third batter 
reached on catcher interference, 
Berwager got the clean up hitter to 
ground into a 6-4-3 double play to end 
the inning unscathed. 

Playing in a light rain, the starting 
cher for Muhlenberg, junior right-han- 
Tim Habarbush matched Berwager 
pitch-for-pitch for two innings, spotting 
his fastball and throwing a slow over-the- 
top curveball. 

However, in the bottom of the third, 
designated hitter Mark Schauren worked 
a leadoff walk. Junior shortstop Mike 
Martin moved Schauren to second with a 
sacrifice bunt, and senior catcher Todd 
Travitz lined a single to right center for 
the team's first hit of the afternoon. That 
set the stage for last year's team baiting 
champion Tommy Long, who ripped a 
RBI single to left. 

Meanwhile. Berwager continued his 
gritty performance on the mound. 
Muhlenberg had the leadoff runner on in 
each of the first five innings, but 
Berwager, with help from his defense, 
held the Mules scoreless. 

The fourth inning proved to be the 
breakout inning for LVC. Junior right 
fielder Brian Zellers opened the inning 
with a single. Senior Jessen Bishard was 
then robbed of a single, by a diving catch 
by the second baseman up the middle, 
Schauren for the second straight at bat 
got on base, this time with a single over 
the second-baseman's head. Next, Travitz 
drew a two-out walk, and Long continued 
his dominance, smacking a double over 
the center-fielder's head that plated 
Zellers, Schauren, and Travitz, to give 
LVC a commanding 4-0 lead. 

The next inning, Bishard reached 



first on an infield single, scoring junior 
Steve Anspach - the difference in the 
game. 

The Dutchmen's lead dwindled, as 
Muhlenberg chipped away, scoring a run 
in the seventh and another in the eighth, 
making the score, 5-2. The Mules scored 
two more runs in the ninth, but it wasn't 
enough, as LVC pulled out the victory, 5- 
4. 

"That was a great job by 'Wags,'" 
Hoar said after the game. Berwager went 
8 2/3 innings, to improve to 2-0 for the 
season. "I wanted him to go the whole 
game, but I knew he was getting tired, 
and I thought other team needed a differ- 
ent look." 

With the win, the Dutchmen 
improved to 5-3. their best start in recent 
history. 

In the team's annual spring training 
trip to Florida. Anspach set the tone in 
the first game. The 6' 2" right-hander 
threw a complete game, allowing four 
hits, while striking out a career-high 1 1 
hatters. Anspach also helped his own 
cause at the plate. He went 4-for-4, with 
two doubles and a triple, plating three 
runs in beating Muhlenberg 4-1. 

In the afternoon, the team came out 
flat and got pounded by Dominican 
College, 13-2. Despite the loss, Anspach 
continued his torrid hitting, going 2-3, 
with two singles. Bishard was the only 
other Dutchmen baiter to get two hits. He 
also swiped two bases. 

The wildest game of the seven-game 
trip was againsl Wentworth Institute Of 
Technology. With cold, swirling winds 
gusling to left-field, both teams combined 
to score 43 runs. 

In the decisive seventh inning, LVC 
scored eight runs, fueled by Anspach's 
double and triple in the inning, which 
knocked in three runs. Zellers also capi- 
talized during the scoring barrage, hitting 
a homer to left, in the 23-20 win. 

With the momentum of slugging 23 
hits against Wentworth, LVC tagged their 
next opponent, Adelphi University, with 
13 hits in a seven-inning game. Long, 
Anspach, Zellers, and Bishard each got al 
least two hits. Berwager started and 
struck out five in the 10-7 victory. 

The team again faltered in second 
game of the day against Lewis University. 
Lewis jumped out to a 7-0 lead after three 
innings and never looked back, handing

Told He Couldn't Pitch, Yealy Flourishes At LVC

All Tyrel Yealy wanted was a chance 
to prove he could pilch. 

But Yealy never got that chance. 

After moving from 
McSherrystown to Manheim after 
his freshman year of high school, 
Yealy enjoyed a fine summer. He 
went 7-2 on the mound, leading 
his team with a 2.58 earned run 
average. 

As a sophomore, in his first 
start for his new high school. 
Manheim Central, Yealy struck 
out the first three batters of the 
game, then was lifted, after walk- 
ing three straight in the second 
inning. 

"When I got to high school, 
because of the new area or some- 
thing, I really wasn't given much of a 
chance," Yealy said. "I felt that I was 
belter than all but maybe one or two of 
the other pitchers, but I was never given a 
chance, so after my sophomore year of 
sitting on the bench, I quit, because I had 
to work for college." 

After graduating from Manheim 
Central in 1999, Yealy chose Lebanon 
Valley College. The school presented him 
with a new opportunity to prove he could 
pilch. 

"I always knew I had a decent arm." 
said the 6' 1," 210 pound sophomore 
right-hander. "I came here knowing I was 
going to try out for baseball my freshman 
year. I figured it was worth a shot. I had 
nothing to lose if I didn't make ii. I 
would just concentrate on academics 
more, but fortunately I made it, and I'm 
having a great time." 

Yealy gives special recognition to 
LVC head baseball coach Jim Hoar for 
giving him an opportunity to pitch. 

"Coach Hoar gave me the chance 
that nobody else gave me," Yealy said. 




"If I would have gone to another school, I 
probably would have been cut. but he 
yave me that chance." 

Different from many pitchers who 
select a jersey number in the double-dig- 
its, Yealy chose number one. 

"There were a couple reasons why I 
selected that number." Yealy remarked. 
"First of all. I'm pretty much a fastball 
pitcher and the classic sign is the number 
one. The other one is because hopefully 
by my senior year. I'll be the ace of our 
staff." 

Last season as a freshman, Yealy 
made the most of his second chance, 
proving he could excel on the mound. In 
his first appearance in relief, Yealy threw 
one pitch and promptly got the baiter to 
fly out to left field. 

Yealy conlinued to impress in his 



second outing, again in relief. Pitching in 
the stadium where part of the football 
movie. Any Given Sunday was filmed. 
Yealy in his last inning of relief work 
^against Lewis University, walked the 
! bases loaded, then struck out the next 
three batters. The last batter, J.J. 
Furmaniak, a shortstop, was drafted 
last June in the 22 round by the San 
Diego Padres. 

The hard, breaking over-lhe- 
top curveball he struck oul 
Furmaniak on is similar to the 
pitch Yankee ace Mike Mussina 
throws, who is Yealy's favorite 
pitcher to watch and emulate. 

"I remember watching him in 
1988 or 1989 in his rookie year, the 
way he keeps the ball low, 1 try to do 
the same thing," Yealy said. "He can 
hit his spots. I love his delivery. I try to 
r mimic Mike Mussina, because I think 
he's the best pitcher in baseball." 

Yealy, with the conclusion of his first 
collegiate season, indeed proved he could 
pitch. He finished the season with a 2-1 
record. He earned both victories in relief, 
against Juniata and Albright, each confer- 
ence opponents. 

Yealy carried that momentum into 
his loam's fall season. In three appear- 
ances, totaling 7 1/3 innings. Yealy gave 
up only two hits. In his second start at 
Messiah, he went four innings, allowed 
no runs, and surrendered just one hit, a 
single that glanced off the glove of sec- 
ond baseman Chris Hotchkiss. 

The Messiah game also served an 
added purpose for Yealy. 

"It was a good experience, even 
though it didn't count," he said. "It felt 
good, it was a confidence builder for the 
season." 

Yealy's confidence level reached

"Answer" in Iverson, but that failed lo 
materialize, and now here's Mutombo. 

Though the odds favor the Sixers 
chances of returning to the NBA Finals 
after a long 20-year hiatus, if they are 
upset by a team who matches up well 
with ihem lo the liking of the Charlotte 
Hornels or Milwaukee Bucks, a lot of fin- 
ger pointing will result with ihe focus of 
blame being on the Irade.

New Gym is 
In the 
Expansion 
Plans

To coincide with ihe desired expan- 
sion of LVC and construction of a new 
dormitory, a new gymnasium will be built 
next to the Arnold and Heilman Centers, 
and a renovation of Lynch to an all-acade- 
mic building including a social lounge 
will mark the second of four major 
changes. Construction is slated to begin 
no sooner than Spring of 2003 and be 
completed by Fall of 2003, according to 
Dr. Hamilton, Vice President for 
Administration. Following that construc- 
tion, Garber will be completely renovated 
in 2005. 

The new renovations will place all 
athletics on the north side of campus and 
make room for additional classrooms and 
faculty offices. The Physics and Math 
departments will make Lynch their new 
home. With a desired enrollment of 1600 
students by 2005, more classrooms will 
be needed to accommodate all students 
and more faculty will most likely be hired 
to maintain a low student to faculty ratio, 
preserving the closeness of the college. 
The new gym will be adjacent to Arnold, 
right next to the exercise area. 

Major renovations to Lynch will fol- 
low, the most prominent of this being the 
construction of the current gymnasium 
into a lounge. Mr. Greg Stanson. Vice 
President of Enrollment and Student 
Services, says the new lounge will have 
an atrium-type ceiling, made of glass and 
open to the sky. There will also be a cof- 
fee bar added. Mr. Stanson says, "You 
walk out of class, it's right there." He 
says it will provide another much needed 
social area to give students more to do on 
campus and still preserve the residence 
format of the college. 

Garbcr's renovation will make it a 
first-class science facility. Dr. Hamilton 
says. "We felt we needed to upgrade the 
science facility to be competitive with 
other schools." Garber will be completed 
in two separate phases since the entire 
building will be redone and enlarged. 
Garber has had considerable problems in 
the past few years with healing and more 
and the renovations will solve these prob- 
lems. The last phase should be completed 
by 2005. "contingent on a successful capi- 
tal campaign." according to Dr. Hamilton. 

The renovations come in order to 
stay competitive with other schools and 
enhance the campus for the students' 
needs. Dr. Hamilton says, "We feel good 
about where we are. but we feel we need 
to make these improvements to stay com- 
petitive."

Steve Horst: Leader, All- American, Champion

Growing up, many students want to excel in 
whatever they do. whether it is academics or sports: 
however, only a special few excel in both, Steve 
Horst is one of those few. Horst, listed as a six-fool, 
five-inch, 225 pound small forward during the 2000- 
01 basketball season contributed in large ways. Horst 
led the learn in scoring in 24-of-25 games, averaged 
21.7 points, 5.8 boards, and 1.88 steals per contest. 
His consistency throughout his career on both the 
offensive and defensive sides of the ball are enough 
to classify him as "the complete player." He finished 
his career as the sixth all-time Lebanon Valley scorer, 
with 1.608 points, and won a plethora of honors. 

Horst was most notably named Second-Team 
Ail-American by the National Association of 
Basketball Coaches, Third-Team Verizon Academic 
AU-American, Commonwealth Conference Player of 
the Year, and First-Team Conference Ail-Star. 

"I had a great career," said a humble Horst in 
regards to his accomplishments. "I don't know if I 
would have accomplished the same anywhere else. I 
definitely made the right choice in coming to LVC." 

A testament to his good decision at the end, 
under the guidance of head coach Brad McAlester, 
Horst experienced four winning seasons. "Coach is a 
great teacher and a great person," commented Horst. 
"He didn't get enough credit this year for the team 
getting where we were. He had to play players that 
lacked game experience and we ended up being 13- 
12, when we probably should have been 10-15 or 
worse. Had we not lost those close games we could 
have ended up 18-9. Coach was 100% in doing things 
we needed in order to win." 

Steve was all heart every lime he stepped onto 
the floor, and this year he displayed that, not only 
with his athleticism but also with his leadership. 

Entering the year, with the loss of seniors Jason 
Pptten, Dan Pfiel, Jason Vogtman, and Keith 
Phoebus, the leadership and scoring responsibilities 
fell on the head and shoulders of Horst. Unphased, 
Horst almost single-handedly led the team to an upset 
victory overWidener University with a 33-point per- 
formance, a career best, in the first round of the 
Commonwealth playoffs. "The transition from role 
player to leader was harder in high school," said 
Horst who was dominant as a forward at Pine Grove

LVC's recording program has been 
a recipient of these artists' gifts and 
knowledge. Recently, the Music 
Recording Department drove to 
Bon Jovifs house in New Jersey to 
pick up an autographed mixer that 
the album "Crush" was recorded 
on. The other board was a gift 
from DJ Jazzy Jeff that various 
artists including himself, Michael 
Jackson, and the Fresh Prince have 
recorded on. Shelly Yakus, an 
adjunct professor at LVC, is another 
connection to the music world. He 
is considered a "god" in the record- 
ing industry and has recorded songs 
for John Lennon, Tom Petty, U2, 
Amy Grant, Alice Cooper, Madonna 
and others. It was only natural that 
with these connections in the music 
industry that LVC should start a 
Music Business Program.

Controversial Bishop 
"Rethinks"Christianity

Bishop John Shelby Spong. author of 
Liberating the Gospels and Rescuing the 
Bible from Fundamentalism, will discuss 
"Rethinking the Christ Function: Not 
Rescue But Empowerment" on Tuesday, 
April 17 at 7 p.m. in Lebanon Valley 
College's Miller Chapel. The event is 
free and open to the public. 

Spong, who was raised a fundamen- 
talist in North Carolina, has become out- 
spoken in his concern for the causes of 
justice and reform within the church and 
society as a whole. He had come to 
believe that an insistence on an inerrant, 
literal view of the Bible obscures truth 



and destroys faith. He challenges and 
encourages people of faith to build their 
own credible theory for a scientific age. 

Spong retired in February of 2000 
after serving for more than 20 years as 
Episcopal Bishop of Newark, New 
Jersey. The most published member of 
the House of Bishops of the Episcopal 
Church in the United States, Spong has 
written more than 100 articles and 17 
books including the 1998 bestseller Why 
Christianity Must Change or Die. He has 
served as a William Belden Noble 
Lecturer at Harvard University in 2000

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A Prayer Box on Main Street

Nothing so small and quiet sends a 
bigger message. 

The prayer request box, mounted 
on a signboard posted near the sidewalk, 
stands quiet watch over Main Street in 
Annville. "Prayer Requests. Drop Here. 
Matthew 5: 14" The hedge behind it bor- 
ders a gorgoeus yard with rustic wooden 
benches, a gnarled tree, a splash of fuscia 
flowers in a pot. Crocuses or tulips or 
both push up in a neat row along the 
path. 

The house, too, is attractive, remi- 
niscent and wistful. It is built square and 
neat, of smooth brick painted a pleasant 
shade of red. Fresh white windowsills 
frame windows graced with Victorian 
lace. Wooden flower boxes, a weathered 
lantern on the stoop, a brass doorknocker 
on an old front door; these are the charms 
and the sentiments that rub shoulders 
with the prayer request box. One starts 
to forget the noise of Main Street... 

I know what you're thinking 
because I thought it too. The old woman 
who lives here, the woman who prays for 
people, must be the pleasant sort — the 
softly wrinkled kind with a snow white 
bun and a slory to tell. 

Wrong. 

The first time 1 saw her she pulled 
up in a shiny muted-green Toyota, parked 
abruptly and jumped out. I was struck 
with the sight of strawberry blond, a hip 
black jacket, a two year old granddaugh- 
ter, laughter and movement coming in 
gusts like the March wind. As she nim- 
bly collected wind-blown debris from her 
yard, a slow smile spread across my face. 
Here was the "old" woman who prayed 
even for strangers. Here was the serious 
prayer warrior — breathless with youthful 
energy! 

Cindy and her husband Fred served 
me tea the next afternoon. They wel- 
comed me grandly as they would an old 
friend and we sat down and shared faith 
stories. Cindy's conversation ran on and 
on like music, punctuated here and there 
with bursts of infectious laughter. She 
works part lime for Milton Hershey 
School in the public relations department 
writing advertising and promotional liter- 
ature. She has an English degree from 
Lebanon Valley College and actually 
taught a few courses in advertising writ- 
ing as an adjunct professor at LVC and 
F&M for two years. Way before that, her 
first husband left her with two small sons 
to raise and so she gathered up a full time 
job, a part time job, full time school work 
and her children all together in the same 
arm-load. And she didn't drop a one of 



them. 

God has been faithful to her. Now 
years later she and her husband are giving 
back. Weekly they lead a small group 
Bible study from their church. Fred is 
active with Promise Keepers. They are 
busy with friends and family. The prayer 
box stands outside. 

It began a few years ago when they 
were feeling quite distant from their 
neighbors in Hummelstown. "We lived 
on a cul-de-sac and we didn't know our 
neighbors. We [only] knew our neighbors 
two doors on either side of us," Fred 
began. Cindy broke in, "We did what 
everybody else did, ('Hi.' with a little 
smile and wave) but we wanted to be dif- 
ferent. We wanted there to be a relation- 
ship. We build relationships and then 
God opens the door to share our faith in 
the context of the relationship. But we 
also knew there had to be a good first 
step to building a relationship. 

"I was at work and I was just sitting 
there typing and all the sudden just, plop, 
just right in the middle of an assignment I 
was working on I just saw a vision of a 
prayer box kind of like a little mail box 
thing with 'Drop your prayer requests 
here' and I thought oh my goodness what 
is this? And I stopped and I thought 
about it and I realized that most prayer 
request boxes are on the insides of 
churches not the outsides. Has anyone 
ever put a box up on the outside of their 
house or the outside of a church? Where 
people walking up and down the sidewalk 
or driving by could just put a note in and 
say "Help." You know. "Help." 

Cindy and Fred took that vision and 
created a local ministry called Love by 
the Yard whereby anyone can post a 
prayer box and pray for their neighbors. 
Cindy prepared brocuhures and promo- 
tional materials including a monthly 
newsletter and they publicized their min- 
istry on local Christian radio. Others 
joined in and posted their own boxes. 
Before long they discovered the national- 
ly recognized prayer ministry called the 
Lighthouse Movement which was nearly 
identical to Love by the Yard in theme and 
focus but enjoyed national scale publicity. 
The one marked difference was the lack 
of the prayer box. Cindy immediately 
contacted them and offered her idea, 
happy to assimilate her vision into a 
much larger organization that reaches 
across the country. 

And yes, people are asking for help. 
Before they moved from Hummelstown 
they had received 10-12 requests in the 
box. In Annville so far they have 
received two after going nearly two 
months with nothing. But Cindy has no 



anxiety about this. "When God shows 
you something you just know. You just 
relax about it." Fred adds that although 
they may not have received a lot of 
requests, the box has stimulated a lot of 
conversation which is just as good. 

The neighborhood Avon lady struck 
up a conversation with Cindy one day 
and she asked Cindy to pray for her 
daughter who had a health concern. 
Cindy explains. "She said, i don't go to 
church is that ok?' I laughed. When 
people came running up to Jesus and 
said, 'Can you help me? My child is 
dying!' he didn't say, 'Here fill out this 
form. Are you a church goer? Do you 
tithe?'" Her laughter rings out. "We 
really got to talk to a lot of people who 
were unfaithedand unchurched and they 
just kind of opened up." 

Putting a prayer request box out 
front announces to the world that Cindy 
and Fred are Christians, and they are 
acutely aware of the ramifications. They 
had to take a strong candid look at them- 
selves. "There's no hiding this!" laughs 
Fred. "Before. . . well, people don't 
know. It doesn't matter if someone sees 
me behaving in a nonchristian manner, 
kicking the lawn mower, yelling at the 
dog." 

Cindy adds, "We started wondering 
if everyone in our neighborhood knows 
we're Christians does that mean we have 
to close our windows when we fight? 
(laughter) I mean there's that whole 
accountability issue. Are you living a life 
that's accountable, that people can just 
drop over with a problem and you're 
going to be there living as a Christian 
should." Fred nods. "It really made it 
real." 

Years ago every neighborhood had 



a designated block parent. All the kids 
knew exactly where they could go if 
there was any trouble. While trouble 
rarely occurred, the notion that help was 
always available brought a large measure 
of comfort and security to the neighbor- 
hood. This is the kind of warmth Cindy 
and Fred hope their prayer box brings to 
Main Street. Indeed, it has for one 
neighbor. 

"I came home one day and I lifted 
the lid and peeked in and there was a big 
letter. So I pulled it out and I took it 
inside and I'll tell you I was not prepared 
for the depth of the outpouring of the tur- 
moil this person was in. It was an 
annonymous letter and it was a domestic 
situation. We started immediately pray- 
ing for someone to intervene. We're not 
counselors. This is not 91 1. We're just 
Christians who want to pray. 

"Within about two weeks a lady 
was out walking her dog and she just 
kind of looked at me and I just kind of 
knew that this was the lady. She smiled 
and said 'I'm the one who put that note 
in your prayer box.' I said, 'Would you 
like to talk?' and she said yes. Within a 
few weeks her husband moved out. We 
continued to talk. I'd say 'How's it 
going?' and I'd hug her sometimes." 
Fred jumps in. "The beginning of a rela- 
tionship." Cindy nods in agreement. 
"This woman had a place to take a letter 
annonymously and say help." 

And that's what it's all about. 
•People helping people and caring for one 
another. I had a wonderful time getting 
to know them that afternoon and before I 
left, Cindy and Fred — true to form — 
gathered around me and prayed for me. 
It isn't coming down, that prayer box by 
the sidewalk, so take heart Main Street,

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Dutchmen Surge to 
Top Commonwealth 
Conference

Currently, the LVC baseball team 
is (he king of the Commonwealth 
Conference with a 5-1 record (10-7 over- 
all). 

Their biggest wins of late came last 
Saturday in a conference doubleheader at 
home against Elizabethtown College. 

Elizabethtown, who last year won 
the Commonwealth championship, 
entered the game tied with Lebanon 
Valley for first place, with a 3-1 record 
in conference play. 

In game one, two of the confer- 
ence's top pitchers squared off, as 
Dutchmen junior right-hander Steve 
Anspach (3-1) opposed Blue Jay junior 
right-hander Eric Lau (4-0). 

Elizabethtown jumped on the 
board with a run in the top of the first. 
However, LVC countered, tying the score 
at one in the bottom of the inning. Senior 
second-baseman Tommy Long led off 
with a double and scored on a sacrifice 
fly to left field by Anspach. 

The momentum again swung 
towards E-town's side as they scored 
another run in the second. 

Again, Lebanon Valley responded, 
knotting the game at 2 with a two out 
RBI single by freshman Joe Zielkie. 

Over the next four innings, 
Anspach settled into a groove. He didn't 
give up any hits or runs, while constantly 
batters to pop up or ground out. 

The sixth inning, LVC went on a 
rampage, scoring seven runs. Junior 
Brian Zellers started the inning with a 
single and scored two batters later on an 
error by the second baseman. The big hit 
in the inning came courtesy of senior 
Todd Travitz, who ripped a first pilch 
fastball to leftfield that plated senior 
Shawn Berwager and junior Michael 
Martin. Even more remarkable, the 
Dutchmen scored four runs off ace 
reliever Bryan Pittinger in the inning. 
Pittinger, who entered the game with one 
out in the bottom of sixth, ranked second 
last year in the nation in Division III 
with 11 saves. 

The runs were all Anspach needed, 
as his team won handly, 9-3. In the 96- 
pitch effort, Anspach struck out three and 
walked only one batter. 

The second game again proved to 



be a pitcher's dual. Senior right-hander 
Berwager took the hill for Lebanon 
Valley and senior right-hander Jamie 
Newton for Elizabethtown. 

Newton, who was starting against 
Lebanon Valley for the third consecutive 
season, held LVC scoreless for the first 
four innings, using a deceptive a three- 
quarters delivery. 

Long ignited LVC's offense in the 
bottom of the fifth, with a single to right 
center. After Joe Zielkie followed with a 
sacrifice bunt to move Long into scoring 
position, Anspach hit a single to right 
center to score Long. 

In the bottom of the sixth, LVC 
jumped on reliever Ryan Bowe. Again 
Travitz would play a major factor offen- 
sively. He launched a triple over the left- 
fielder's head to score senior Jessen 
Bishard, the go-ahead run. The 
Dutchmen tacked on an insurance run a 
batter later, as Long singled, plating 
Travitz. 

Berwager pitched a complete game 
five-hitter. He improved to 4-0, surren- 
dering a lone run, while fanning two and 
walking only one. 

'Although we made a couple of 
mistakes, I thought we played well, 
extremely well in both ball games," said 
Jim Hoar, LVC head baseball coach. 
"They key in winning both games was 
we swung the bats. When you swing the 
bats, good things happen, and we were 
successful." 

The wins were especially important 
for claiming the top spot on the confer- 
ence standings. 

"The big thing is we've been able 
to put teams away," Hoar said, of his 
team getting a lead and preventing the 
other team from making comeback. 
"They were two big wins for us, they 
were huge. It now puts us in good posi- 
tion to win the conference." 

A week before sweeping 
Elzabethtown, LVC made the two-hour 
trek to undefeated Juniata. 

With only 35 minutes of practice 
time on their own field prior to the 
game, LVC showed no sign of rust. 
They pounced on Juniata starter 
Jason Evans in the second inning, 
getting three runs on five hits.

Against All Odds: Mario Return Puts 
Pens Back in Championship Hunt

The boss is back in 
Pittsburgh, and I don't mean Bruce 
Springstein. Mario Limeuix, the 
owner of the Pittsburgh Penguins, is 
back in the black and gold, back in 
the playoffs, and back as the most 
dominating offensive presence in the 
National Hockey League. I guar- 
entee you if ESPN could do the 
"Greatest 50 Athletes of the 
Century" all over again, Lemeuix, 
with this valient comeback could 
have given Michael Jordan a run for 
his money at the athlete of the cen- 
tury. 

Lemeuix. who led the Pens to 
back-to-back Stanley Cup 
Championships in 1992-92, saved 
the club from bankruptcy last year 
in becoming the first former player 
out of any of the four major North 
American sports leagues to own a 
team.

The answer is simple. ..econom- 
ics. The team, coming off of bank- 
ruptcy, even with Lemeuix as the 
owner was continuing to lose 
money, attendance was at an all-time 
low, the team was not playing up to 
par, amd to go on top of all that 
drama, All-Star Jaromir Jarg was 
hinting at wanting to be traded. 




So even though Lemeuix stated 
that he rejoined the team out of clear 
love for the game, or for his younger 
son, Austin, to see him play is not 
the 100-percent honest truth. He was 
forced to come out oif retirement to 
get the fans back in the arena, and 
save his bewildered franchsie. And 
save is exactly what he did. 

In his first game back against 
the Toronto Maple Leafs on Dec. 27, 
Lemeuix looked like the "Super 
Mario" of old, notching four points 
on the evening. Lemeuix made his 
presence felt 33 seconds into the 
game, when he assisted his good pal 
Jagr, to give the Pens the early 1-0 
advantage. 

Lemeuix would then score the 
6 14'" goals of his career, 10:33 into 
the second period.

Mario's offensive prowess 
would not stop there. Currently, in 
41 games played, Lemeuix has tal-

the league since his return. 

The Penguins, since Mario's 
return have gone from underachiev- 
es to overachievers in posting a 25- 
14-2-1 record. Before hand, 
Pitsburgh was out of the playoff pic- 
ture, only one game above the .500 
mark. 

By the way, there is no need to 
worry about the franchise losing 
money, because since his return 
sales have gone up tremendously, 
and each of his 41 games, home or 
away, have been before capacity 
crowds. 

With the aid of Lemeuix's game 
winning goals on Saturday against 
the St. Louis Blues, the Pens have 

clinched their 11 consecutive post- 
season apperance, and are currently 
sixth seed in the playoff standings. 
If the playoffs were to start today, 
the Pens would take on the 
Washington Capitals in the first 
round of the Stanley Cup Playoffs.

Growing up in Lebanon, Hicks went to the 
movies every Saturday and always thought that it 
would great to own a theater someday. When asked 
what made him attracted to this idea, and even to the 
overall movie industry. Hicks replied, "To just go to 
the theater and see that bigger than life image on the 
screen always sort of fascinated me." 

The movies are meant to be a wonderful and 
extravagant experience, but most multiplex theaters 
and even some small town theaters have forgotten 
about that "make yourself at home" feel. Hicks 
believes that there is so much more to the movies 
than just previews and the film itself. Everyone 
wants to feel welcome and know the workers by 
name. People want to leave and say, "wow, what a 
great movie, but what an even better theater." 

Hicks says that he strives to make his theater a 
"unique movie-going experience." As opposed to 
having eight, or 16 theaters like that of a multiplex, 
the Allen has one theater and can concentrate the 
movie experience to customer service like its cleanli- 
ness, and providing live entertainment upon entering 
the theater. "We want to make people feel comfort- 
able and welcome," says Hicks. 

Most theaters concentrate on showing main line 
feature films like Saving Private Ryan, and Mission 
Impossible II. Hicks tries to concentrate on showing 
small independent films. "I guess we mainly started 
to show independent films because of the college, and 
then people just asked for them, so we show them 
more often." However, the Allen does show main 
line films every now and again. They did show the 
Star Wars movie last summer, but the independent 
films have a great script along with great acting. "I 
don't want to appear snobby, but working in a movie 
theater and seeing these movies day in and day out

Department editors who work with 
reporters will: a) Generate story ideas; b) 
assign stories to their reporters (and write 
some of these stories themselves); c) 
communicate with the Senior Editor; d) 
assist reporters in obtaining and writing 
stories, if help is necessary; e) edit and 
proofread stories written by their 
reporters; and 0 communicate with the 
Layout Editor-and/or layout supervisors 
and the Photo Editor to recommend the 
appearance of stories that are written by 
their reporters. 

Campus Events Editor Will keep track 
of all scheduled events and will generate 
preview and follow-up stories. This editor 
may wish to employ assistant editors, 
staff members, or group representatives 
to keep up with the activities of estab- 
lished organizations on campus. This edi- 
tor will work closely with the College 
Relations office. 

News Editor 

Will stay on top of real news on campus 
and generate fair, thorough, and thought- 
ful news writing.

Workshop

Senior sociology major Denise Smith 
presented a workshop, "Women's 
Spirituality: Sacred Circles," at the 
Annual Central Pennsylvania 
Consortium's Women's Studies 
Conference held March 31 at Franklin & 
Marshall College in Lancaster, Pa. The 
Consortium, founded in 1969, is com- 
prised of three independent Pennsylvania 
colleges-Dickinson, Gettysburg and 
F&M— and offers academic and cultural 
programs for students, faculty, adminis- 
trators and residents of the surrounding 
communities. 

Smith, a part-time continuing educa- 
tion student, is the secretary to the associ- 
ate dean of the faculty as well as the 
departments of English, political science 
and economics, and sociology at Lebanon 
Valley College. She discovered her inter- 
est in women's spirituality while taking 
the class "Womem's Issues, Women's 
Voices" taught by Professor Sharon 
Rat field. After the fall 1999 semester 
class was over, Smith continued research- 
ing women's spirituality on her own. 

When a brochure for the Women's 
Studies Conicicncc soliciting workshop 
proposals happened to cross her desk. 
Smith could not resist the chance to share 
her interest with others. She developed a 
proposal that was "enthusiastically 
accepted by- the committee." Smith was 
especially pleased that Raffield attended 
her workshop. An added bonus for Smith 
is that she will receive two college credits 
for her research and presentation. 

Smith defines women's spirituality 
as a way of finding the positive in life. 
"We need to understand that people are 
complex. They are shaped by their cul- 
ture and environment. We need to look 
beyond negativity and not judge others, 
or ourselves," maintains Smith. She goes 
on to say that people are entitled to feel- 
ings of frustration but, after acknowledg- 
ing those feelings, "we need to move on 
with our lives." 

Women's spirituality is not an orga- 
nized religion; there is no hierarchy. It is 
obviously female-oriented and is nature-

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Dutchmen on Verge 
of Clinching 
Commonwealth Title

Since records date back to 1971, no 
Lebanon Valley College baseball team 
has ever won a Middle Atlantic 
Conference (MAC) title. 

That may soon change. 

The team (8-2 CC), with still two 
conference double-headers to play, are 
closing in on clinching the 
Commonwealth regular season title. Even 
better LVC now has a chance to compete 
in the MAC playoffs, a chance to win the 
title that has eluded Valley teams for 30 
years. 

Though only picked to finish fourth in 
pre-season polls, LVC traveled to 
Susquehanna University with their 5-1 
first place mark in the conference and 
promptly swept the Crusaders on their 
home field. LVC held Susquehanna 
scoreless, winning game one 8-0 and 
game two 3-0. 

Jii ihe opener, junior right-hander - 

Steve Anspach improved to 5- 1 , v with a 
complete game three hitter. 

Anspach was helped by a potent 
offensive attack at the plate. Tommy 
Long ignited the sparks in the top of the 
first, hitting a double to the right center- 
field gap. Then freshman third baseman 
Joe Zielkie stroked a single that scored 
Long to give LVC an early 1-0 lead. 

In the top of the third, LVC's bats 
erupted, knocking in three more runs. 
With two outs in the inning, the rally 
began with Zielkie's second single of the 
day. Anspach helped his own cause, send- 
ing a double to the corner in left to plate 
Zielkie. Sophomore Mike Worthington 
then stepped up and smacked a homer to 
left, to giving LVC a comfortable 4-0 
cushion. 

Again, LVC batters jumped on 
Susquehanna starter Lee Rogers in the 
fourth, chasing Rogers out of the game, 
scoring two more times. During the 
fourth, senior left fielder Shawn 
Berwager was the first to cross the plate 
in the inning after hitting a triple that just 
eluded the grasp of the right fielder. 

LVC tacked on two more runs, one in 
the fifth and another in the seventh. 
Junior right fielder Brain Zellers started 
the rally in the fifth by hitting a triple to 
the wall in right and scored two batters 
later, on a single by Berwager. In the sev- 
enth, Zellers again contributed to the 
scoring, knocking in Worthington, who 
had singled and reached second on a 



throwing error by the center fielder. 

In game two, Berwager silenced the 
Crusader bats, allowing just four hits and 
matched Anspach with a complete game 
shutout. He also got help from his 
defense, who turned a season high four 
double plays. 

"The double plays are always a 
momentum killer for any team," 
Berwager admits. "It just takes the wind 
out of their sails. I can't speak enough of 
the defense of what they've done. Not 
only for the team, but for our pitcher's 
confidence." 

The offense kicked into gear in the 
lop of third in game two. Long jump 
started the inning by coaxing a walk. He 
then came around to score on a double by 
senior center fielder Jessen Bishard. 
Anspach then followed with a double of 
his own, to score Bishard from second. 

In the seventh, LVC scored an insur- 
ance run for Berwager. After Bishard and 
Anspach liii back-lo-back singles, Zellers 
ripped a single to score Bishard with the 
final run of the game. 

The win was especially gratifying for 
Berwager since it came on the road 
against a conference opponent. 

"Being it was a conference game, it 
was especially satisfying," Berwager 
said. "We could go zero and whatever in 
non-conference games, if we come out on 
top in the MAC, we have a chance to 
make the MAC playoffs, and go to the 
NCAA tournament, which is a goal I'm 
sure everybody has had. We're going out 
there to win every game, but when you 
win a league game, it really is something 
special." 

The team looked to continue to ride 
their winning momentum in the confer- 
ence, by taking on Albight College last 
Friday, in a double-header. 

The first game proved to be a close up 
until the final pitch. 

In the first, LVC scratched out a run 
when Long leadoff by singling to center. 
After Long advanced to second on a wild 
pitch and then to third on a groundout by 
Anspach, he scored when Worthington 
hit a sacrifice fly to left. 

During the second, Bishard opened 
the inning with a single. He scored three 
batters later on a sharp ground ball hit by 
senior catcher Todd Travitz that went in

With a playoff birth looming, the 
Men's tennis team is looking to its two 
seniors, Tim Rabuck and Mat Edgcomb 
for leadership. The team is hoping to 
secure its fifth postseason birth in six 
years, a record unprecedented in the 
MAC Commonwealth League. Having 
to play through the tumultuous rainy 
spring weather, the regular season is 
approaching the finish line with one 
match against Moravian yet to be con- 
tested. 

Recently the team has posted victo- 
ries over league opponents 
Elizabethtown, Susquehanna, Messiah 
and fell to Albright. Two weeks ago, 
Head Coach Cliff Myers, sensing the 
dire straights the team was presently 
heading towards, challenged the team to 
turn the season around. At the 
Elizabethtown match. Coach Myers told 
the players that this was our "inflection 
point" of the season, and that despite 
previous bad luck the Championship 
aspirations could still be attained with 
strong conference play. Using the analo- 
gy of a volcano breaking at its inflec- 
tion point during its eruption, so too 
were the Dutchmen ready to rupture 
without wins against Elizabethtown and 
upcoming Susquehanna. 

In particular, Tim Rabuck and Mat 
Edgcomb, who have pushed the team 
forward as a result of their experience 
and guidance, met the challenge. Since 
that match two weeks ago, the team has 
responded with better confidence and 
toughness in their play. 

Whether it was wining a doubles 
point or assisting with coaching, 
Edgcomb has done whatever was asked 
of him this season. A veteran of win- 
ning conference titles. Mat has provided 
much needed enthusiasm at many key 
moments throughout the year. 
However, none were more important 
than his assistant coaching role against 



Susquehanna, where he was instrumen- 
tal in reversing the fortunes of the 
match and winning the much needed 
doubles point or spearheading a crush- 
ing victory at #3 doubles with Rabuck 
against Messiah. LVC would eventual- 
ly win both of those matches 7-0 and 5- 
2 respectively. 

Suddenly, the team could feel a 
surge of momentum carrying them for- 
ward to the two most decisive matches 
of the year, first against Albright and 
then against Moravian. Much of this 
momentum was directly attributed to 
both Rabuck and Edgcomb. Edgcomb 
and Zach Jarrett teamed for a very 
strong performance that gave the team 
hope for a win against a very talented 
Albright squad. 

Sadly, in singles play versus 
Albright, the inspiration provided by 
the two seniors was not capitalized on, 
resulting in an ugly 6-1 defeat, the first 
Commonwealth Conference loss in 14 
matches. 

Mike Aiello was the source of LV's 
sole point against Albright, posting a 
routine 6-1, 6-4 win. Both the players 
and Coach Myers throughout the season 
have counted on the consistency sup- 
plied by the calm producer. Battling 
through every point and every match, 
Mike has been solid and an unfailing 
source of points in each match. 

Sophomore Brock Hoover too had 
one of his best performances of the year 
versus Albright, but he was edged out 
of a close three set match at number 
three singles. The first two sets were 
both decided by tiebreakers. Hoover, 
unable to win the first, did not give up 
and won the second employing conserv- 
ative tactics and solutions for many of 
the opponent's shots. 

Rabuck, in the final home contest of 
the regular season suffered a severe 
ankle injury that will sideline him for 
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between the hole at third and short. 
Although Albright mounted a brief come- 
back of their own, getting a homer to 
come within one run of tying the game in 
the sixth, LVC thwarted any other scoring 
opportunity by Albright. 

Sophomore right hander Tyrel Yealy 
earned his first career save, working a 
perfect 1-2-3 seventh, to help the team 
take the opener 2- 1 . 

In the nightcap, Albright took advan- 
tage of LVC starter Shawn Berwager 
pitching on just two days rest. 

Berwager got knocked out in the 
fourth, after Albright built up 7-2 lead. 

However, in the fifth, LVC attempted 
to put a dent in Albright's five run lead. 
With one out, Zellers hit a triple down 
the right field line. After sophomore first 
basemen Mark Schauren was plunked on 
the backside of helmet, fellow sophomore 
Tim Rink lined a RBI single to center to 
score Zellers. Long came up two batters 
later and a hit a grounder to the third 
baseman, who hesitated at first in wanti- 
ng to throw out the lead runner going to 
second, but instead then threw an errant 
ball over the first baseman's head, and 
Schauren and Rink each came into score. 

LVC scored one more in the sixth on 
a solo blast to left-center by Anspach. 
The Dutchmen scored again in the sev- 
enth, but it was not enough for a win. 

Despite the team's second loss in 10 
conference games, Berwager has noticed 
this is a different team than years past. 

"Effort is definitely one of them since 
I've been playing here my freshman 
year," Berwager commented. "A lot of it 
has to do with the way we're coached 
right now. Coach Hoar, the emphasis put 
on you have to go out there and give it 
everything you've got, which is true, 
which didn't always happen here, and the 
record has reflected that."

Berwager's Last Stand

After the last out of his last game is 
recorded, Shawn Berwager, a senior on 
Lebanon Valley College's baseball 
team, can look back on a solid 15 
year career. But for now, Berwager 
is making his last chance to shine 
on the diamond a memorable one. 

Berwager, who on May 12, 
will be a part of the 132 nd gradu- 
ating class at LVC, has con- 
tributed to his team's 8-2 record, 
currently first place in the 
Commonwealth conference. 

Before last Friday's conference 
double-header at Albright College, 
Berwager led all regular starters on 
team with a .417 batting average. He 
also led the conference and team with a 
perfect 6-0 mark on the mound. 

Berwager, a 5-foot, 1 1 -inch, 185 
outfielder/pitcher from Hanover, 
Pennsylvania, believes his team has 
played a major role in his success on the 
rubber. 

"The individual success I've had 
pitching has come from the team suc- 
cess," said Berwager, who last fall con- 
cluded a stellar four-year career as a 
defensive back on LVC's football team. 
"It's all a big cycle. If the team plays 
well, the pitcher is going to pitch well. 
Everyone feeds off everybody else and 
we're able to do that right now and we 
keep getting the wins, that's good." 

Berwager's rapid assent to the top 
of the win column in the Commonwealth 
Conference has been directly related to 
his experience in knowing how to pitch 
opposing batters. 

"I think a big thing in this league 
for four years now is, I've played against 
a lot of these guys and I know who the 




best hitters are and who the not so good 
hitters are," Berwager admitted. "I know 
that a lot of the teams in this league are 
fastball hitting teams and because I don't 
throw so hard, I can throw my off speed 
stuff. I think a big part of pitching, espe- 
cially in this league, is keeping the batters 
off balance. So, being able to use my off- 
speed stuff and being able to know what 
batters can and can't hit, has really 
helped me with the confidence factor." 

Berwager's ability to throw off- 
speed pitches, is a key to stifle the bats of 
the opposition. 

"I throw a lot of off-speed for first 
ball strikes," Berwager said. "I think of 
myself as a ground ball pitcher. I don't 
try to strike everybody out. I got to let 
my defense help me." 

By effectively using his off-speed 
pitches, Berwager beat conference foes 



Elizabethtown, Juniata, and Susquehanna, 
walking just four batters in 20 innings of 
work. 

One key ingredient of Berwager's 
ine control has been his relationship 
nth senior catcher Todd Travitz. 

"Being roommates has really 
Lhelped because after every game 
Iwe talk about what we could have 
Idone differently," said Berwager. 
I'Tve been working with him for 
|four years now, and he knows the 
bitches I like to throw. He knows 
)-2, 1 like to throw a slider away 
he knows I like to pitch outside 
^rather than inside. Being able to 
Twork with a battery mate like that 
a lot of years, not really a lot of 
r guys get that, so it's been a special 
thing." 

Berwager also knows the the defense 
can make the routine plays. 

"We've come a long way defensively 
since down in Florida," Berwager admit- 
ted of his defense has committed only 
four errors during his three conference 
victories. "You can see that, but these 
guys will never know how much of a 
confidence booster that is. when you can 
go through a game and your fielders are 
making the plays. The defense is as much 
a confidence factor as what your throw- 
ing in a game. I know I can throw a 3- 1 
fastball and try to hit a spot and if the hit- 
ter puts it somewhere, I have confidence 
our fielders will make the play." 

Of his last six victories, Berwager is 
particularly proud of his seven-inning 
complete game shutout at Susquehanna 
University. 

"Tuesday (April 10)" Berwager said. 
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"I remember ihe most recent games Ihe 
hesi. I ihink lhal it was my first shutoui 
this year. It's a little bitter sweet beeause 
my brother went there and the things that 
have transpired in that way. I think just 
being able to do that, in such a big dou- 
ble-header for the team, it felt really 
good." 

Furthermore, another key ingredient 
for Berwager's success, has been the 
home field advantage of pitching at 
McGill Field, which was voted the 2000 
College Baseball Field of the Year by the 
SportsTurf Manager's Association. 

"It's definitely the best field that 
I've seen anywhere as far as Division III

goes," said Berwager, who started the 
first game on the field two years ago. 
"People may not realize this, but pitching 
off lhal home mound is an advantage for 
the pitcher, because for the way the 
bullpen is laid out, it's almost similar to 
the mound on the field. It's psychological 
just being on that mound, knowing the 
background and having knowing the field 
lay out. I think it does help." 

Although Berwager has coasted this 
season in earning a 6-0 record, he has 
struggled during some games with his 
velocity and having command of each 
pitch. 

"I think all pitchers go through that," 
Berwager explained. "I think with longer 
layoffs, that happens even more. I can go 



out there the day before and my arm feels 
great, almost too good to be true. I can 
go in (to pitch) the next day, like at 
Susquehanna, and I don't know, it's just a 
feeling I always get stiff around my 
elbow, never around my shoulder." 

When Berwager reflects on the magi- 
cal season both he and his team are hav- 
ing, he is frank about his evaluation of 
his performance on the mound and cites 
how far his team has improved during his 
playing career ('98-'01) at Lebanon 
Valley. 

"Everybody has their good years and 
bad years," said Berwager, who is pursu- 
ing a job in business after he graduates. 
"I don't think I've ever gone better than 
five hundred here as a pitcher before, but 



this year, it's totally different. Of course I 
haven't pitched the greatest in all of our 
games, but when I haven't, the team has 
been phenomenal. The biggest thing I 
want people looking back on a record 
(pitching) like that, is our team. Look at 
the top of the MAC (Middle Atlantic 
Conference) and where we are right now, 
and know where we've been the last few 
years, it's been a turn around, that's defi- 
nitely what I remember about the whole 
thing." 

Shawn Berwager will not only 
remember his team's success, but also his 
accomplishments on the mound and at 
the plate, that has made perhaps his last 
baseball season his finest. 



Tiger Woods: The Soon to be 
Greatest Golfer of All Time

As the week of the 52" 11 Masters 
Championship drew near, I did not 
think it would be possible for Tiger 
Woods to win his fourth straight 
major championship.

Woods who was crowned cham- 
pion by the media before the event 
ever took place, appeared stoic the 
entire day. He too would bogey a 
hole, the first, relinquishing his lead 
to Duvual, but would not make

another mistake the rest of the after- 
noon. 

On the 18th with Tiger needing 
just par to clinch his second green 
jacket in his five-year career; 
Woods went out with a bang, cup- 
ping a downhill 18-foot birdie put 
that broke slightly to the left to fin- 
ish at 16-under for the tournament, 
a two stroke victor. 

Though Tiger's victory was one 
for the ages, it appeared as if some 
golfers attempted to taint his day of 



glory in discussion over whether his 
feat of winning four straight majors 
was a grand slam or not. The "grand 
slam," a term created by Jack 
Nicklaus in 1960, is defined as win- 
ning all four majors within a single 
calendar year. While Woods came 
up one win short of the technical 
term of "grand slam" with Vjay 
Singh winning last year's Masters, 
what's with the argument. He's won 
four straight, no one else has ever 
done that before in the history of 
one of the sport, and with the win 
has become the first player in histo- 
ry to win both the Players 
Championship and the Masters in 
the same year. 

Tiger seemed not to care 
whether people considered it a 
grand-slam or not because in his 
mind he has done the improbable. 
He sought a fourth straight major, 
destroyed the competition, and fin- 
ished top of the leader board, one- 
million dollars richer with his sec- 
ond green jacket in his brief five- 
year career. 

With the victory. Tiger has won 
27 times out of 98 tournaments 
played, six out of 17 major champi- 
onships, and will look to defend his 
U.S. Open crown in June. On the 
year in eight events played, he has 
won $2,384,949, and tops the All- 
Time list of PGA Tour money lead- 
ers with $23,767,307.

Dr. Raffield was sitting in his office 
on April 2 helping out some students 
with their projects, when his wife gave 
him a ring to let him know that a letter 
from the Fulbright Board came, which 
was the final letter of a long process to 
applying for the Fulbright Fellowship. 
Like a little boy trying to see through the 
wrapping paper of his Christmas gifts. 
Dr. Raffield asked his wife whether the 
envelope was thick or thin and whether 
she was able to determine the length of 
the writing. Finally he just told her to 
open it. and when she did. nothing but 
ecstasy overcame them both over the 
phone. A letter of congratulatory state- 
ments had just confirmed that Dr. Barney 
Raffield had received a Traditional 
Fulbright Fellowship Grant to teach over 
in Donetsk, Ukraine beginning in the 
Fall semester of 2001. 

Teaching for 30 years. Dr. Raffield 
had received many awards and accom- 
plishments. But this is something that 
can change a person's life as well as help 
to change others in another part of the 
world. 

It all began last summer when he 
went on a Lebanon Valley College 
Alumni Association trip to Central 
Europe, which the countries of Austria, 
Hungary, Slovakia, and Czech Republic 
were toured. His favorite day of the trip 
was in Hungary when they visited a 
horse farm. Once they entered Slovakia, 
he wanted to get some postcards at the 
hotel they were staying at. and in order 
for him to look at them, he was only 
allowed to look at one at a time, and 
each time he wanted to see one, the clerk 
had to ask the manager before getting the 
postcards, "You had to ask for them one 
by one and to get the second one, you 
had to give back the first postcard," said

Scholarship. This Fulbright is radically 
different from many of the other 
Fulbright's that can be received. 
Looking at the website. 
http://www.iie.org, it says, "participants 
in this program gain a firsthand look into 
German academic infrastructure and cul- 
ture. They gain a new perspective on the 
need to internationalize U.S. campuses 
and insight into how it can be done." 

This scholarship lasts for two weeks 
and takes twenty-five different adminis- 
trators from varying backgrounds. Some 
of the individuals accompanying Dean 
Vlaisavljevic to Germany come from 
Georgetown University, University of 
Michigan. Johns Hopkins University, and 
Vanderbilt, to name a few. 

For her first week. Dean 
Vlaisavljevic will be staying in Berlin 
and then traveling to other German cities 
for the following week of her stay. Most 
of her time though, she says, will be 
spent in Eastern Germany. During the 
trip. Dean Vlaisavljevic will meet 
German Government Officials as well as 
visit German medical, law. and vocation- 
al schools. Also, she will visit large 
German universities as well as the small- 
er ones in order to see how their systems 
function. 

The process of applying for this 
scholarship is very tedious and requires a 
lot of patience. The Dean said that the 
first step is to "pass the American hur- 
dle," where her application was reviewed 
first in order to even be considered for 
evaluation in Germany. After getting 
past this, the application is then reviewed 
in Germany and either accepted or

Raffield. Laler they went to a gift shop 
and he noticed that everything from sou- 
venirs to candy bars were behind glass 
cases. "In order for me to buy Memos 
and a Mars bar. the young man behind 
the counter had to ask permission each 
time to get an item out," said Raffield. 

It was however, being in Hungary 
that Raffield wanted to do something to 
help make a difference. There he spoke 
to some young men across the street from 
his hotel. "I went over to speak with 
these young men. who look just like LVC 
students, and to make a long story short, 
they were selling anything and every- 
thing they could, including themselves," 
Raffield said. 

Once Dr. Raffield came home, he 
contacted Judy Pehrson. former LVC 
College Relations Director and current 
CIES Director, which is the Council for 
International Exchange of Scholars. He 
wanted to make a difference more than 
anything and she would help steer him in 
the right direction. He decided to apply 



in the middle of July only to find out that 
the due date was August 1 . He felt that 
with how competitive this is and how 
much information they needed, two 
weeks was not a sufficient amount of 
lime, "I emailed the woman who 1 was 
put in contact with from Pehrson, and 
basically told her that two weeks was not 
enough time. She told me that 1 should 
take my luck this year and that they 
would give me a little extension, until 
September I of 2000." 

Applying for the Fulbright is not like 
applying for a job, where once you get a 
phone call and tell you that you are hired 
and that is it. This is actually a 3-step 
process that requires patients. The first 
step for this is to get U.S. approval, 
which required Raffield to write an 
updated resume, make a list of his pub- 
lished works, degrees, and his interna- 
tional experience, and why he wanted to 
go. "This was the biggest hurdle because 
I was a first time applicant and my 
chances were probably slim. But hey, it's 
like the lottery, you play to win," grinned 
Raffield. 



On December 12, he received U.S. 
approval but still had a long way to go 
before being granted the fellowship. "1 
was delighted, and the letter said that 'it 
is with great pleasure,' but it was almost 
like, this is not a sure thing it's only the 
first step." 

Next he had to send his information 
and materials to the American Embassy 
in Ukraine and to Ukrainian Officials. 
Then, your information goes to any 
school that might want a Fulbright, and 
they pick you. "I guess if no school 
picked you, then it would be over." 

The final step is a school picking 
you and waiting for that final letter. "I 
was so glad that the letter didn't arrive on 
April Fool's Day," joked Raffield. He 
found out that he is going to be teaching 
at the Donetsk State Academy of 
Management where he will be teaching 
marketing management and strategic 
management, doing some curriculum 
development and helping students with 
their senior thesis. 

Raffield likes to be more than a 
teacher to his students but also relate to 



them and be able to care about them. 
"The one day I brought in a tape player 
and told the class that before they left, 
they were allowed to stay and enjoy a 
musical tribute to Shawn Berwager. 1 
played the song Today I met the boy I'm 
Gonna Marty. All the girls must have 
thought he had gotten engaged. He just 
forgot to introduce me to his girlfriend so 
I thought I would get him back." 
Raffield also hopes that his storytelling 
style of lecturing, that works so well with 
students here, as well as his caring for 
students will help him with the students 
in Ukraine. "I chose Ukraine because 
they have been through so much and they 
are survivors." All though he does not 
fear for his safety, he, like the rest of his 
family, is very apprehensive. All though 
some of his colleagues have not said 
much, others, as well as the Dean and 
President of the School have congratulat- 
ed him, and most of all his students are 
very happy and proud of him. "All I 
know is that it is baptism by fire for me, 
but I can hardly wait."

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Dutchmen Focus on 
Capturing the MAC 
Crown

There is no telling what the future 
may hold for the Lebanon Valley College 
baseball team, but for now the team is 
enjoying its best season in the history of 
the program. 

The team has won the 
Commonwealth regular season title for 
the first time in the history of the pro- 
gram. 

The team also finished with a record 
of 12-2 in conference play, which is the 
best conference record in the history of 
the program as well. 

This history was made when 
Lebanon Valley hosted Moravian College 
on April 21, at McGill Field, in their sec- 
ond to last conference double header. 
With a sweep of the Falcons and a 
Messiah loss in one game of their double 
header against Widener, the Dutchmen 
would clinch their first commonwealth 
title. 

And it happened. 

In game one of the double header, 
LVC jumped on Moravain starter Joe 
Pochran to take an early 1-0 lead. In the 
bottom of the third, with two outs, senior 
catcher Todd Travitz got things started 
with a single. Then second baseman 
Tommy Long followed with a triple to 
plate Travitz. giving LVC the early lead. 

In the fourth. Moravian began a 
minor comeback of their own. tying the 
game 1-1. 

The score remained deadlocked at 
one, and it took extra innings for 
Lebanon Valley to get the win. 

In the bottom of the eighth. Long 
drew a one out walk. He then advanced 
to second on a wild pitch and moved to 
third via an error by the catcher. With 
two balls on the next hitter, freshman 
third baseman Joe Zielkie. was intention- 
ally walked to get to junior Steve 
Anspach. Anspach delivered in clutch 
fashion. He laid down a suicide squeeze 
bunt down the first baseline, and Long 
came sprinting home for the game win- 
ning run. 

On the mound. Anspach had another 
impressive outing, recording his seventh 
win of the season. He piched eight 
innings, scattered nine hits and one run. 
while striking out seven. 

In the second game, LVC's offense 
got ignited in the bottom of the first, 
when Long started off the inning with a 
single. Two batters later. Anspach 



launched a home run to left field, giving 
Valley a 2-0 advantage. 

LVC went on to score twice more in 
the sixth, to take a 4-0 lead. With two 
outs. Anspach reached base when the Brst 
baseman was unable to hold a throw by 
the third baseman. Then sophomore first 
baseman Mark Schauren followed with a 
single. Brian Zellers. LVC's junior right 
fielder, cracked a double to plate 
Anspach. Sophomore left fielder Tim 
Rink followed with a sharp single up the 
middle to score Schauren and Zellers. 

The lead was enough for senior 
starter Shawn Berwager, who gave up 
just one run in the sixth, to win the night- 
cap. 4-1. "Wags" allowed just three hits, 
while striking out five and walking two. 
He improved his record with the win to 
7-1. 

With Messiah splitting a pair of 
games at Widener, the team clinched sole 
possession of the MAC regular season 
title. 

In the team's final conference double 
header against Messiah, the team again 
got another sweep. 

LVC struggled from the plate early, 
but in the fifth, the bats came alive. 
Senior center fielder Jessen Bishard led 
off with a single to start the rally, which 
saw the team bat around in the inning. 
With two outs. Long striked home 
Bishard, giving LVC a 2-0 advantage. 
Zielke, Anspach, Worthington, Zellers, 
and Huyett all followed with consecutive 
hits to make the score 5-0. 

Messiah threatened by scoring two 
runs in the top of the seventh, but it was- 
n't enough. 

Anspach, with the win, defeated 
every Commonwealth Conference oppo- 
nent. In the 5-2 victory, he allowed five 
hits and two runs, while striking.out 
eight. 

In the second game, LVC's offense 
got it going in the bottom of the third. 
Travitz reached base via error of the third 
baseman. Long, who came off a 4-for-4 
performance in game one, continued to 
terrorize Messiah pitchers by promptly 
singling to advance Travitz into scoring 
position with no outs. After Zielkie 
advanced the runners into scoring posi- 
tion with a sacrifice bunt, Anspach was

On April 24, junior Sam Rill took the 
mound at Elizabethtown, knowing that a 
victory would propel the LVC softball 
squad to their first post-season bid in 
school history. With her team-leading 
2.64 ERA, Rill dazzled the Blue Jays 
with seven innings of shut out ball, eras- 
ing five batters on strikeouts. 

In the top-half of the seventh. Valley's 
offense rallied as freshman Kristen 
Crouse knocked a timely hit that. plated 
freshman Emily Loy and junior Jamie 
Bailey. "This team accepts one another, 
and that's been a big detail that has con- 
tributed to our success," Loy says. 

The 2-0 win secured the final playoff 
spot in the Commonwealth Conference 
Softball Championship, which will be 
played May 4-5 on LVC's regionally rec- 
ognized field. 

In the nightcap with E-town, senior 
Tera Irmen hurled an extra-inning 
shutout. Teammates Krissy Wardrop, 
Kendra McQuillis. and Jessica Landis 
broke the 0-0 knot with a total of four 
RBIs in the eighth inning. Of the double- 
header sweep and the post-season berth 
Rill comments. "It's an awesome feel- 
ing." 

Both Rill and Wardrop believe that 
the team's chemistry carried them 
through the 2001 season. Wardrop 
explains, "Since I've been here, the pro- 
gram has turned around, and we've really 
come together as a team. There is no real 
stand-out player, we are there for one 
another." 

On April 26, Valley gathered more 
momentum with a sweep of Wilkes 
University, 4-1 and 7-6. "Those wins 
were huge," Rill says. "Wilkes is number 
two in their division, and beating them 
gives us confidence heading into the 
playoffs." 

The Lady Dutchmen began their 2001 



campaign on a high note, posting a 4-0 
record during their spring training trip to 
South Carolina. Upon returning home. 
Valley earned an early-season victory 
over rival Moravian. "Our win over 
Moravian was big," comments Wardrop, 
"They were expected to win the division 
while we were picked to finish seventh. 
In beating them, we proved something to 
ourselves." 

This confidence, however, was also 
accompanied by talent in the regular sea- 
son; the Lady Dutchmen featured solid 
numbers on both the offensive and the 
defensive sides of play: 

Amanda Stevenson posted a team- 
leading .361 batting average while 
Heather Pauli topped the roster with a 
.412 on-base percentage. 

Besides her 2.64 ERA. Rill boasted a 
lusty .514 slugging percentage, followed 
by Jamie Bailey at .413. 

Rill and Irmen each hurled six wins 
from the mound, while Jessica Landis 
and Jessica Cooney threw a total of four 
victories. 

On the field, Irmen and Heather 
Domaracki flashed the leather, recording 
flawless 1.000 fielding percentages. 

Certainly, confidence and talent were 
ingredients to LVC's regular season suc- 
cess. These ingredients, though, were 
combined with the leadership of head 
coach Stacy Hollinger. Rill says, "She's 
always there for us and is a big reason for 
our success." 

Adds Wardrop, "Coach Hollinger is 
dedicated to the game. She knows the 
game, she lives the game, and she has 
turned this program around." 

Hollinger and her squad will host 
Susquehanna University in the first round 
of championship play. Also competing 
will be Messiah and Moravian Colleges.

Golias is confident in her ability 
that she can win three golds for the 
third consecutive year at the MAC 
Championships this Friday and 
Saturday, May 4-5, at Messiah 
College. 

"I think I will peak in the long 
jump, I think I will peak in all my 
running events," Golias confidently 
stated. "I'm a little bit hesitant about 
the triple jump because I've struggled 
with it this season, but in the past 
even when the season has been a lit- 
tle bit of a struggle in some of the 
jumps, I'm usually a big meet person. 
Which I probably shouldn't say 
because that's probably setting 
myself up, but hopefully the triple 
[jump] will all fall together on 
Friday." 

Although Golias admits there is 
pressure to perform and equal those 



accomplishments again this season, 
she tries to focus on her next event 
and not let the pressure and expecta- 
tions affect her. 

' "I think in the back of my mind 
I do," Golias said.

Both the men's and women's basket- 
ball were entertaining to watch this win- 
ter. The men (13-12), led by Ail- 
American Steve Horst, were able to earn 
a Commonwealth Playoff bid, where they 
almost upset the number-one seeded 
Widener Pioneers. The women looked 
promising in the beginning of the season, 
but were viciously attacked by the injury 
bug nearing the mid-way point where the 
majority of the conference games were 




played. Nevertheless, they finished a 
respectable 12-12 overall. One of the 
highlights for the Dutchwomen was the 
defensive prowess of senior guard 
Miriam Anthony, who led the nation with 
six steals per game. She also set a school 
and conference record for steals with 205. 

The two teams that will receive the 
most recognition, unless baseball and 
softball have something to say about it as 
they enter post-season play, are the field 
hockey and ice hockey teams. 
The women as expected dominated the 
competition under the guidance of head 
coach Kathy Tierny. With hard work, the 
ladies earned the number-one rank after 
routing defending champion College of 
New Jersey, 5-2. The women would hold 
onto the spot for six weeks, before suffer- 
ing their first defeat. Valley then went 
onto defeat a tough Messiah College 
team to capture the Commonwealth 



Conference crown, earning themselves an 
automatic bid to the NCAA Playoffs, 
where they advanced to the Elite Eight. 

The biggest suprise of the 2000-01 
sports season came this winter with the 
emergence of the ice hockey team as a 
league powerhouse. Don't get us wrong, 
the ice hockey team has been successful 
in their four-year history, but no one 
expected them to dismantle the competi-
